_  Apelles lived in that time. His age; though then 
great, yet was nor at thar pals to diminiſhone jot 
the force of his Body, or the vigor of his Minde.

Fe priſe, he:ſtole away. from Corenth, rhe place of his -. 
abode, and in few days arrived-at Burſia, a City -- 
ſcared ar the foot of the Mountain 0lymprs, where 
F Demetrius had his reſidence. + 
The Cuſtom of the Queens in. never ſhewing 
themſelyes publiquely, unleſs on Solemn days, for 
ſome Moneths would. have retarded the execution. 
of Apelles his deſign, if his Fortune had not 
brought: him to that place inatime, that was near 
a noble Sacrifice, which they every year uſed to- 
celebrate for three days together in the Temple of 
the Idol Baal. E2 
All beginnings do concur in order to the end, 
when the end crowns the Work. OE Cres 
 Amoneſt - the - rareſt Fabricks of Aſia ,- that 
* Temple was eſteemed as the greateſt. Ir had four 
\ . Frontiſpiecesof the fineſt poliſhed Marble, and as 
many. great Gates. -In the middle of the Temple 
was erected .a proud: Altar, very cafte to be ſeen 
from all the four doors. SPITS DDeTY 
The firſt of the days (which were deſtined to the 
Sacrifice). being come, and the greater part of the 
Nobility and People gathered together with ſolemn 
pomp within the Court, Apelles (who had with 
anticipated: time made” choice of a very, fit place 
behinde a Pillar) as ſoon. as he ſaw among the wa- 
ving multitude the longed for Stratonca, with her, 
Mother the Queen, .to-enter into the -Temple, L 
know not by what cauſe (being overcome with 
wondet) remained not ſenſeleſs.

: She, with er Mother, being ſeated near the Altar 
ona Throne, which they uſed to. prepare for their 
Majeſties on ſuch days, ſeemed' a Goddeſs worthy 
wo bebowed to by the Idol itſelf, whom all bow- 
-ed tO, - HE = 
Demetrius was not preſent with theſe Queens, for 
he was engaged in the war he had made againſt Pto- 
lomy. His abſence eclipſed the rayesof Apelles his 
glory. He, after he had for a good while (while 
the Prieſts were expected- at the Ceremonies) fed 
rhe firſt hunger of his eyes , with-the ſight of an 
object ſo rare, began (as if come to- himſelf) to 
think of . his Penfil; and Deſigning. To that end 
ſnatching ſuddenly a Black-lead Pen with ſome Pa- 
per,he deſigned in haſte the lincaments onely of her

' Being therefore ready to go homewards, he ſeem- 
ed a proud F4ſon, returning from the conqueſt of 
the golden Fleece, He found no opportunity of re- 
turning to Corizth, to adorn with that Picture his 
Cabiner, where. he kept the deareſt pieces he had, 
bur forced to deviate trom' the ſhorteſt way (by 
reaſon of the wars of the adjacent Countries ) he 
arrived at Nicomedia : Finding there a Galley that 
was bound for Corinth, he embarqued himſelf very

| When he had been for a while lo ambiguous, he 
ſuddenly ſnatcht the Hamper, and ſeeing that the 
Rain was gone by break*of day, which though 
dusky, yet came on apace, hetook out Stratonica's 
Picture, and expoling it in haſte to the eyes of the 
*Marrmers, cived.Olty * ot bf nothin 

Behold,O Friends,behold her Piture,who now 
can onely ſave us ! Behold, O Sacred Goddels, be- 
hold our Dangers, hear our Lamentations , ſuffer 
not the Waviato drown the devoted to that Deity 
which is born of the Sea. 
| Every one being ſtupid and dazled at the Beauty 
of that Face (which they certainly beleeved was 
the Picture of Yes) made {o doleful a noiſe, and 
wept in that maner, as it would have moved to pity 
any other thing but the Sea. 

While they fo prayed , were it by chance, or 
diabolical operation,the Galley arrived in a Neigh- 
boring Creek, where the Sea. with a great deal 
leſs noiſe did beat the ſandy pavement of the 
ſhore.

To be born in, Apelles his time, and painted. by 


him, is to have (as it were) the priviledge of being . 


twice born. That Being which, Apeles hath given 
me, envies that of Pupzter, becaule it hath.no life ; 
that envies this, becaule it is. not ſubject to dearh. 
The Ambaſſadors (taken up with ſuch like 

rhoughts). ſaid, "Twas happier to be a Picture, and: 
have always the ſight. of Stratonica, then a man, 
and.not preſent in thar place. | 

Man hath no happier Deceit to feign himſelt a 
Deity, then the Art of Painting. 

Ir is a glorious thing. to know, how to make a 
Body , it would, be more glorious. to know fiow to 


form a Soul; butif the. Soul were a viſible Obje& 


(ſo much imitation hath intrenched on' ſacred 
things) the Painter would give life to his Pictures. 
But the Ambaſſadors returned to Seleucws (a- 
mong the moſt. memorable things they had ſeen in 
their, journey )- related to him the ſtory of that

The King belee ving what they ſaid in the praiſe 
of Stratentce's Beauty, and enticed with the Fame 


of Apelles his Art', was preſently on fire for the.

.-. Apelles (as ſoon as he had heard what Selencus 
deſired) \much lamented his ill fortune, which al- 
ways endeayored to deprive him of ſo precious a 
Jewel. In the end, having very well conſidered 
what was beſt to be done, he refuſed the Money 
and delivered the Picture. 

Iris needful to fell dearly to Princes , or to give 
freely to them ; the firſt is more ſecure, the lartet 
would be Nobler, if many great perſons hated nor 
the ations in private men , which (having more of 
greatneſs then the ſtate of a private life requires) 
reſemble the ations of a Princely Minde. 

The Picture being come to Seleucizs his hands, 
it is \mpoſhble to deſcribe his aſtoniſhment ar ir. 
Thoſe Eyes and that Face (which were nothing but 
ſhadows joyned together) darted ſuch a lighr on the 
old mans Minde, that they dazled his Reaſon, and

Seleucus grown a Lover, what childiſh things

' mit « Made an Idolater of a Goddeſs more con- 


ceived in Opinion then Eflence; while he adored the 
Copy,he ſighed for the Original. He ſpake to him- 
felt, and had no Body with him at that time , when 
his buſineſs gave him leave to be alone, he beheld 
ir, revetenced it, kiſſed ir, being onely fo happy in 
his unhappineſs,as he could, when he pleaſed, ſatisfie 


 himfelf with thoſe ſhadows of Beauty , which in 


being - onely- ſhadows, were extreamly like 
Beauty. 


Having 
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Having thus, with the memory of Stratopica, 
ofter:times an occaſion of remembring Demetriue,. 
and thinking very ſeriouſly on the credit and glory 
he had narchaſed in the Wars , he reſolved for the 
love of his Daughter, or as Plutarch rather ſayes, 
(to ſtrengthen himſelf with a potent Kings friend- 
ſhip) To requeſt her in Marriage. 

Ambaſſadors being” therefore diſpatcht ro De- 
zetrius, he expected the iſſue of rhe Embaſſie with 
great uncertainty of Minde. | 

Demetrius was a very wiſe Prince, though laſci- 
vious : And though he was then in that condition, 
that it ſeemed ealſie to him to aſpire to the Empire 
of all Aſia ,. yer, conſidering that nothing was leſs 
certain then Martial Expeditions, he neglected not 
the means to fortifie himſelf with that afliſtance, 
which he judged to be beſt againſt the aſſaults of 
all ſudden Accidents whatſoever, | 

Having therefore underſtood the Kings minde, 
he not onely was well pleaſed with the offer of his 
Alliance, bur likewiſe reſolved to conduct the Bride 

himſelf into his Kingdom. 

The AmbaſſaJors returning to Seleucus with fo 
fortunate an Anſwer, ſo tranſported him with joy, 
that he was almoſt diſtracted, _ 

He no ſooner had heard that neivs, but he was 
all a fire to celebrate the Nuptials. 

He therefore gave order to Antiochs his Son, 
tO prepare himſelf ſpeedily (with the greateſt Prin- 
ces and Lords of the Court) to be gone towards 
Burſia, and from thence to accompany Demetrius, 
and the delired Srratonica, |

Selencus was tall of Stature and ſtrong of Body, 
in ſo much that on a time when Alexander was a 
facrificing, by chance a wilde Bull having fled from 
the Alrar, was by him caught again, and held faſt. 

He was clad that day in a sky-coloured Armor 
ſparkling with pieces of poliſhed Silver. He had 
on the ſide of his Heart (ſet in his Corſlet) a heart, 
of fine Corral, near which a Sun of Gold was re- 
preſented darting its Beams on it. 

The extravagant wearing of his Crown , which 
(reſting on a Rowl of fine Biſle, woven with divers 
colours) gilded his temples , and the wanton neg- 
ligence of his regal Mantle falling from his right 
thoulder, and hanging on the fide he wore his 
Sword, were an alluring Habit , which though 
they were fitter for a man of fifty years, misbecame 
him not at all. |

I want a Similitude to expreſs with it the won- 
der that by drawing of that Curtain was preſented 
ro the eyes of Seleucus. The removing of a Vail, 
which ſhews in the night the Glory of a Scene beau-

Selexcus reſembled a man , who departing this 
life opens his eyes in another world, 

The Chamber was all covered with Mother of 
Pearl : The Conjunions of Gold which held 
them rogether, were wrought with fine Figures. 
Stratonica with Fila her Mother fate ona Couch of 
cloth of Silver on Cuſhions of the ſame, Eight or 
ten Children cloathed like little .Cupids with a 
Bow and a Quiver at their flanks, plaid up and 
down.

He was ſo tranſported in that his firſt appearance, 
that by his diſorder his good grace was in danger 
of miſcarrying. All his life was reduced into a 
look, and the Queens onely knew he was a live by 
his looks. 

The admiration in ſeeing one another was reci- 
procal inall. 

The Queens had heard often of Selencus his 
Fame, and defired as much to ſee him, as he to ſee 
them. 

The good King kneeled as they role up, and 


with a ſtammering tongue defired to kiſs their

Arlaſt 
being gently reproved by. Demetrins , he roſe up

The Queens were well ſatisfied with Seleucus 
his Behavior and Expreſſions , and anſwered him 
with that courteſie, which is due in like caſes. 
; In the mean time all the Courtiers there preſent, 
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| hung artthemouth of the Princes, obſerving their” 


Majeſtics, and admiring their carriage.

O what immenſity of Beauty, reſtrained in the 
narrow confines of a Face, preſents it ſelf, Seleucrs, 
tothy view * Why ſceſt thouir,and dieſt not, ſince 
Seeing and Dying deprive alike of life an enamored 
Heart ? Ir perhaps preſerves thy life to think, that 
thoſe animated Alabaſters live not, and foften not 
for any bur thy (elf. 

The poſſeſſion of a Happineſs ſo great, is cer- 
tainly able to give life ; but if the poſleſſion of 
Beauty be not otherwiſe enjoyed, then by looking 
upon it, Thar poſſeſſion is unprofitable which hath 
_ no longer pleaſure then the laſting of a look. 

By that time the Navy ({lowly failing on to- 
wards the Haven) arrived. ._ 

They diſ-imbarked with that greatneſs and 
pomp, which became well the Majeſty of a King, 
and a Lovers firſt deſire. | 

Bur among the ſtatelieft things which were ſeen 
in Selenciss his Delights, was a very great Pal- 
lace, made all of Wood in that maner, that Two 
thouſand men hired for that purpoſe, could inſtant- 
ly ſet it together. It was rarely well built, all 
gilded , and curiouſly Painted ; When it was taken 
aſunder, they carried it conveniently on Carts in 
the journey. 


In this Pallace, every night (while they travel- 
led from Tripolis ro Damaſcns ) the Princes were ſo | 
gallantly lodged, that Zucalls his Apolline , and: 
the Delights of Heliogabalus ( which followed: 
after) in compariſon of rhem,might be juſtly called

they carried with ſuch eaſe through the Air a Calf, 
faſtned to their Talons, as a Falcon would a Spar- 
row. 

By the Winged Courſers, we may judge of the

The Armies of both Crowns went before, and 
Fifty other Chariots followed after in which were 
the Princes, the Ladies, and chiet Officers of. the 
Court. | 

It was Majeſtick to ſee with what Military Rule 
and good Order they travelled. The Pioneers joyn- 
edin two Legions, levelled the Hills, removed the 
hare and dryed up the Rivers, if need ſore-. 

uired. | 
: The power of Kings can do theſe wonders, and 
it is not a wonder that it can do ſo much. If man- 
be the King of Animals, to be King of many Men, 
is tobe King of many Kings ; and who wonders, . 
thatthe Actions of a King ſhould be great, ſince. 
in them the Aſſiſtance of ſo many Kings concurs. : 

All Ages envyed the Plains which Stratonice 
paſſed over, being the Scene of ſo beauriful a ſight. 

Let the Reader imagine , That the Soul of Se- 
leucus was diſtributed among all his Soldiers. E-- 
yery one of them co-operated with that diligence 
to higend , that the new Lover had nothing elſe to 
do but to deſire. - The flowneſs of their march one- 


ly, 


ly vexed him : He deſired thar Stratonica's Chariot 
would have flown, and perhaps to that end he pur 
the Birds in it but who knows that thoſe Birds 
were not Seleucus his winged Defires « They 
doubtleſs would have flown in my Opinion, if the 
Dine of Reſpe, due to his Queen, had not checkt 
them. 

But being near Damaſers, they were met, ,and 


received by the City, with the greateſt ſigns of 


Loyalty, that faithful Subje&s could demonſtrate

The Arch - Triumphals and Altars were erected, 
the ſtreets hung with Tapiſtry, and the Playes and 
Balls which that day were ſeen, would weary any

. . The concourſe of people was ſo great, that be- 
ſides the Inhabitants of Damaſcus, torrents of per- 
ſons came tumbling from the neighboring Ciries. 
The Galleries, the Balcones and Windows were all 
filled ;_ and. the reſt of the people, not knowing 
which way elſe to come to. ſee, hung on the ridges 
of the houſes, and kept themſelves from falling, by

The huge throng of people would have doubt- 
leſs ſtifled rhouſauds of the Curious, if a Maſque 
recreating their ſpirits, had not kept them aliye. 

Stratonica uſed always to go masked ; were it 
that the World was unworthy to ſee her Face, or 
were it, that ſhe feared leſt her Face might occaſt- 
on {ome ruine-to the World. Howlſoever it was, a 


little piece of Velver, or Black-Taffaty, hid from . 


the eyes. of. Damaſcus that Beauty, which neither

'Being arrived at the Pallace (which ſtood at the 


head of a very large Piazza) and weary of their

In the end, the day being come that was ap- 
pointed, Selencxs (after he had ſolemnly Sacrificed) 
eſpouſed his dear Stratonica by the hands of the 
high Prieſt.

No Pleaſure was omitred, nor Show laid afide : 
Bur that which had' power above every thing elſe, 
to tranſport the hearts of all with a wonder, was a 


very vaſt Theater, which the Engineer of the port- 
able Pallace, that we ſpake of before, had built on 


that ſpacious Piazza. _ : 

- -It was (like a Geryon) compoſed of thoſe three 
Bodies which make Architeure admired. The 
orear Pillars, the beautiful Statues, the majeſtick 
vaſt Beams, the curious Pictures, the various De-

The patern of thoſe Repreſentations ( being 


afterwards by thoſe ancient times, delivered from 
one another, to our days) was laſtly ſeen to flouriſh 
in the Feaſts of the Princes of 7taly, and particular- 
ly in his Highneſles of Parma, the Machines of 
whoſe Nuprtials, it they wholly exceeded not thoſe 
of Selencus, exceeded them at leaſt in having there 


preſent one Clandio Achillini, whoſe admirable in- 


vention, not onely with the harmony of Order, 
but likewiſe the deſign of the -Carpenters work, 
perpetually made them famous. 

Other pleaſant Shows ſucceeded the former,and 
Damaſcus for the ſpace of a moneth appeared the 
Worlds delight.

Vaſſallages full of Devotion. IF therefore his 
Friends and his Servants are bound to rejoyce for 
his ViRtories, I ( amongſt them all who am the 
moſt obliged to him, as well for his Valor, as the 
Intereſts ( Madam ) which I have in your perſon) 
cannot do leſs then kiſs your Hand to thew you my 
Gladnels:

Stratonica did the ſame , and perhaps with more 
piercing reſentments, as ſhe who more ſenſibly then 
Antiochus was acquainted with amorous Delights. 

The Hearts of theſe two Lovers were united, 
their bodies disjoyned. The walls of the Cham- 
bers too far diſtant the one from the other , were 
the cauſe of this bitter divorce. Their noQurnal! 
ſtudies aimed at nothing elſe but to-joyn too their 
bodies. To fee that both the one and the other 
ſhewed the fame' defire in the actions of the day, 
made them both hope that the effect would ſhortly 
follow. But many days paſling away (though in 
them many fair opportunities were offered them.) 
they never diſcovered their Paſſions.

ſioning an alternate change in her voice, which 
ſometimes was low, and ſometimes clear, her words 
(ere they came to Licofronia's Ears) died aniong 
the multitude of her Sobs. She perceived how- 
focver that Stratonica lamented Antioch his 
cruelty , in that he complied not with her Love in 
the maner ſhe deſired. | | 
Licofronia's amazement was ſo great, thatit al- 


moſt made her ſwoon. Being a little returned to

Chamber, to reprove the Queen ſharply, and tell 
her how much ſhe had degenerated from the Ver- 


tue of that Blood which ( when ſhe was a Childe)

I know 
that this Love. and the Milk you have given.me, 
ove you a priviledge to treat me in this maner, 
otherwiſe neither you, nor any in the World durſt 
have had ſo much boldneſs, Bur alas, what anſwer 
{hal give thee. £ To remember my ſelf Iam a 
Queen, makes me not forget, that a lye muſt not be 
found in the tongue of Princes. It I ſhould deny to 
thee my: Love. to Antiochus, I ſhould injure my 
Condition, and deride thy Prudence. I confeſs my 
Error for I confeſs it, I know, not toa Judge that 
hath Authority ro judge me, but to a Maſter that 
hath power to correct me. I will not excuſe my 
faulr, by attributing that to the force of the Stars, 
which hath been the meer election of my Will.

Leave me not a prey to my Senſe in that maner, left 
falling into deſpair I loſe all my Senſes. Permit 
me to ſay (to preſerve me alive) That the Age of 
Antiechus, the Prince, is more ſuitable to mine, 
then the Kings my Husband. The Comelineſs of 


his Prefence, his Lovely Behavior, and Courteous. 
Converſation,would have had the power to inflame 


the chaſteſt Breaſt, Ler this be of Comfort to me 
(though a weak one) Thar ſince T have known him, 


and loved him, never any word (but what was 


honeſt) paſſed between us, nor a&, but what was 
decent. He rather ſtill carried himſelf fo ſevere 
and even towards-me, that ever fince Tloved him 
(cruel as he was) I could never come to know if he 
loves me or no.

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- they are more ſubtile then menin concealing their 
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Licofronis aſſured by ſo great a Contrition , 


that Stratonica would no more relapſe into ſin, wept 
pitifully at her Sorrow. She comforted her as a 
Mother, and encouraged her as a Nurſe. She gave 
her much Advice, bur deſired her above all things, 


_ toavyoid as much as poſſibly ſhe could the Con- 


verſation and Preſence of Antiochns. 

Love is, my Daughter (ſhe ſaid) among other 
Vices, as the Lyon among ſalvage Beaſts. All 
others are conquered by encountring and reſiſting 
them, this onely is conquered by flying either from 
it, or throwing our ſelves on the Earth. Man, like 
Anteus in wreſtling with this ſtrong Herewnles,while 
with the memory of his own vileneſs;, he touches 
the Earth, is never overcome ; but as foon as he 
ſuffers himſelf to be exalted by vanity, is choaked. 

The Queen admoniſhed and encouraged, went

to her uſual Lodgings with ſome black and blew 


prints in her Eyes cauſed by weeping. 

Many hours had not paſſed , but it being to- 
wards the Evening , Antioch ( who longed to ſee 
her) according to his cuſtom came to viſit her,

But afterwards finding for 
many days. together, that when Stratonica was a- 
lone, ſhe ſill kepr . her (elf on her guard, but when 
they were inccompany; ſhe uſed the: forementioned 
dexterity, the unfortunate Prince began to loſe all 
hope. | 

Mis {orrows become Gyants, ſo tyrannized over 
his minde, that he ſometimes was almoſt diſtraed: 
Knowing therefore the imminent danger not onely 
of his Life, but his Honor , he reſolved to provide 
for himſelf all the remedies which ſeemed to him 
the beſt ro remove Stratorica from his Heart. 

He firſt of all therefore fell to reading certain 
Books of Caliſthenes of rhe Contempt of the 
World, that by them, as by ſo many Counſellors 
(becauſe he was diffident to diſcover his paſſions to 


\ any) he might receive advertiſements and means 


to deſpiſe all terreſtrial affe&ions, and uſe contem- 
plation, by help of. which onely a man may make 
himſelf very happy on earth. 

His Minde being plunged in this kinde of read- 
ing, he conſidered oftentimes the Nature of a Wo- 
man, and how ſubject to frailty ; why the intelle&

ry, he at laſt overcame them, 

The two: Beaſts lying proſtrate on the Earth, 


| were a horrible Spectacle to the Eyes of all the 


Court, which preſently came togerher in defence 
of their Lord. | 

The She-bear was there known by many Coun- 
try people for the terror of thoſe Woods, and the 
ſcourge of thoſe Countreys, They related many 
murthers done by her , they recounted many 
ſlaughters of herds of Cattel. Every one bleſſed 
the wounding Hand, and curſed a thouſand times 
the/unlucky Beaſts. 

The bravery of Antiochus was ſpoken of by 
all, and inſerted in their hearts a wonderfulreve- 
rence. |

When he arrived at the City, the Diſcourſes 
were great about the danger and the prey. The- 
King embracing his Son, praiſed him modeſtly, and 
heard with much pleaſure of the Lords that were 
with him, rhe Courage and Bravery he had ſhewn. 

Great Actions have more luſtre 'in yong men 
then old. To be greater in Age, is:o be leſs in Ad- 
miration, for a great Age obliges to grave Things. 
Youth is ſo Beauriful, that even the Actions it does, 
learn of it beautiful Qualities. 

Stratonica being come to behold Antioch. his 
game, ſhewed very much joy in commending him 
highly, and was glad on his behalf, that he had 
without harm eſcaped ſuch a danger. Her ſerene 
Countenance, and {eer Preſence, had the power 
to deceive a ſecond time the unfortunate, Prince, 
He (when he had preſented her with the prey, and 
paſſed ſome fine Complements with her) had no 
opportunity of finding her alone by himſelf, to 
aſſure himſelf if rruly ſhe had letr her firſt rigor. 

But when he had a time very fit for this tryal, 
the Queen ſhewed her ſelf to him very ſevere and 
reſerved , as if that ſhe had not been the Woman 
that had courted him before in that maner, 

Antiochus would have ſpoken, and pur in exe- 
cution his defign determined in the Wood , but 
had not the courage to doit. He knew very well 
the cruelty of his Fate , and had not the power to 
defend himſelf from it with any thing bur ſilence. 

Lovers reſolutions are Miſts; They condenſe in 
the abſence of the party beloved, bur vaniſh at her 
preſence, as at the Suns rayes, The will of a Lover, 
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| like one that is bound, may move, but not deter-

mine actions. 

The unfortunate Youth departed from his 
Miſtreſs'in that maner, as if his departure had been 
liker a flight, then a going away. He wept nor, he 
no longer bewailed his ill fortune ; his grief was ſo 
oreat, that it found no more tears nor words, 

Now he took a pleaſure in being deſperate, for 


onely in deſpair he had placed all his hopes. - He 


deſired to die; and the ſooner to die, he ſtudied how 
he might leave the Court, He feared that alook 
of Stratonica,would one day or other,by aflwaging 
his torments, make them longer-lived. Theſe 
things deſigned in his minde, made him ſeem pen- 
ſive in the eyes of his acquaintance, His conceits 
and witty mirth in Converſation, forſook him, and 
every day they ſaw him more ſolitary and retired. 

Melancholly now encamping it (elf in his Face, 
painted in his Eyes a Lead-colour, and a palcneſs' 
in his Cheeks. He no longer lifted up his ſight to- 
wards his cruel Miſtreſs, for Nature had taught him 
not to look on what had killed him. Having loſt 
the pleaſure of Eating, and the caſe of Sleep, Lean- 
neſs with a horrible extenuation began to .conſume 
all his Fleſh. Onely broken ſighs were heard to 
come from him, which reſembling Musket-noifes, 
informed them with a (mall report, that Death now 
made a breach in the Rock of his Heart. ' 

Theſe Mutations being noted by the Court,gave 
matter to various Diſcourſes and W hiſperings. 
Every one pitied the diſaſters of that Aztiochas, 
who not-onely for being their Prince, bur for being 

2 to 
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Bodies, had the power to joyn that of their 
Mindes. 

They attributed to ſeveral Cauſes, the Effet of 
this his Indiſpoſition. Some ſaid it proceeded from 
wearineſs and diſorder, cauſed by Hunting ; others: 
affirmed, that it grew of ſome ſecrer Witchcraft : 
This yore it came from his own Saturnine Com- 
plexion, and Mclancholly , which in the flower of 
Youth uſes to turn to a heEtique Feaver. 

Stratonica, who faw in his ſad Face, the Effects 
of an unknown diſeaſe to encreaſe every day, could 
do no leſs but bewail with the Tears of Aﬀection 
more then Maternal, the loſt Health of ſodeara 
Son-in-law. Though ſhe (as obliged by the Laws 
of Honeſty) appeared externally rigorous , yer in- 
ternally loved her deareſt Prince more then her ſelf. 

And how could ſhe ever hate him, who had not 
offended her in any thing, but in ſerving her too 
much. The amorous Queen remembred point by 
point all the Favors which the courteous Youth 
had ever done her.

: So Stratoyica ſpake to her ſelf, and bewailed her 
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ſelf. Bur Selexcis aboye all asa Father (ro whom 
the Intereſt of an only Son imported the whole ſum ' 
of his happineſs) was afflicted in that maner, thar 
little leſs then Antiochns he was pitied of the Court. 

The good King was diſtracted in thinking what 
it was that could ever have reduced to that ſtate his 
dear Son. He conſulted his wifeſt Counſellors, he 
asked Stratonzca's opinion , and above all he en- 
quired with all diligence of the Troop of Dome- - - 
ſtiques which atrended his Perſon, it by chance the 
yong Youth had committed any diforder, of which: 
might be bred this indiſpoſition. -He would not 
ask him himſelf of it, for fear of difpleaſing him. 
He onely asked him what he had a minde to. 

Every thing (my Son) is obedient to thy beck, 
ſo that thou be merry , ſo that thou tell me if any 
thing diſcontents thee, wherein IT may give thee 
conſolation; this Scepter can have no greater 
Glory, then to be employed for thee. And of 
what uſe would this Scepter be to me without 
thee * Alas, it can do me no pleaſure, unleſs it be 
ſupported by thy right hand. All my hopes hang 
on the thrid of thy life ; Have then a care of thy - 
ſelf, O deareſt Arntiochws | Thou ſeeſt that at the | 
very {ame time thou haſt a care of me too. bs 

So ſpake the diſconſolate Seleucas, and could 
hardly torbear weeping. 

The Prince , who long had defired occaſton to 
beg leave of his Father to depart from the Courr, . 
having the opportunity to effe&his deftre, returned 
this anſwer : 

 M 
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Sir, What it is that T feel, I know not. I know 
very well that I am not the cauſe of this my diſ- 
eaſes Effet. No diſcontent afflicts me , but that 
which proceeds from your Majeſties AﬀiQion. 
My indiſpoſition I hope will not encreaſe , and per- | 
haps the change of Air would do me much good, 
if your Majeſty were ſo.pleaſed. Iam of opinion, | 
that the Air of Laodzcea would help me very much, 
as well for the beauty of the Scituation,as the Cu- 
riofity I have to ſee a City built after your minde, 
of which I hear wonders, But I would not have 
with me there the Court; My pleaſure would be to. ( 
0 thither onely with thoſe Lords which would ] 
pleaſe moſt your Majeſty. | 

I am moſt willing (replyed Selencws) to let thee I 
g0 to Laodicea, and I will ſend thee with that Ho- { 
nor that is fit for thy Perſon. But why (deareſt { 

Son) art unwilling to have me go with thee 2 Who f

the Court carries with it) {o prevailed , that the I hi 
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confidera little of this reſolution, and do afterwatds 
what he ſhould be adviſed to for the beſt. 

So they continued, and Selexcxs fell preſently 
to ordering thoſe things which ſeemed to him ne- 
ceſſary , not onely for the conveniency, but the de- 
light of a voyage, and his abode in the City. 

He firſt of all ordained fo ample and numerous 
a Court, that it envyed not the greateſt Eaſtern 
Kings." Heallowed the Prince Gentlemen, Over- 
ſeers and Counſellors. He declared him ſupream 
Governor of the Province and City of Laodicea. 
He ſent Letters to Doride, a Caſtle ſeated on the 
bank of the River Liczs, That they ſhould have in 
readineſs with all ſpeed five and twenty convenient 
ſhips , for from thence to Zaodicea they were to 
fail on the ſaid River. He then ſeleted forty men 
famous in all Profeſſions to give him entertainment, 
and cauſe him to ſpend vertuoufly his time, He 
oave him Hermogenes and Carneades the beſt Phy- 
ficians .of the Kingdom, to the end that they 
ſhould be continually affiſtant to his Perſon, and 
laſtly he made him a ſtately and an abundant pro- 
viſion of Moveables and Moneys. 

He then frequently conſulted the chicteſt of the 
Court, if he ſhould let Artiochns go alone , or ra- 
ther accompany him and afliſt him. Tt was de- 
creed thar ſince Artiochns defired ro go alone, his 
deſire ſhould not be croſt , leſt his ſickneſs ſhould 
grow worſe, That therefore two Poſts ſhould al- 
ways be kept going to give the leaſt notice of his 
health. 

Antiochus 
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. condemned to dye) when he heard any noyſe in 
order to his journey , felt his blood freize , and his 
Vital ſtrength fail him, He would have departed 
alone with his Fancy, and willingly have ſtaid with 
his Body to adore Her that hated Hum. 

Theſe defires paſſed through his minde , but 


made no ſtay there. As ſoon as he perceived them, ' 


he dida thouſand contrary actions , and compel- 
ling the very ſame deſire, reducedit to defite his de- 
parture with violence, | 

O Tumults, ſo much the fiercex and more to 
be deplored , by how much. they are heard to make 
4 noyle inthe Republick of the Heart ! Sour comes 


to paſs, that he makes'a War with his Senſes to | 


tame them., who becauſe he hath been too indul- 
gent tothem , comes to loſe the dominion he had 
over them. 

Antiochus looked ſometimes in the glaſs, not to 
court his Face, but to-ſce in his Countenance, as it 
were ina living Dyal, what Figure the hours of 
his Life were {till at.

Antiochns in the mean time (like one that is 
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. of his miſerable Image, comforting himſelf not a 


little, that from the yellow colour of his face, he 
argued that his Death began to vary. 

- The Phyficians haſtned his departnre to change 
Air, for they every day ſaw him irrecoverably grow 
worſe. He himſelf ( becauſe he knew he wenr to 
die, and deſirous to die as ſoon as he conld) ſoli- 
cited the neceſliry things., though he could ſcarce 
ſtand on his Legs. 

Art laſt the day before that of his journey being 
come, he was not wanting to diſquiet himſelt at the 
riſing of the Sun , which enlightned (to ſpeak ſo) 
the vigil of his death. 

He made himſelf remember , how that Light 
was the laſt which he ſhould ever ſee under his 
Fathers roof. And as one who was ſenſible in his 
Heart that he was dying, he called all the Family 
to him, which ſerved him in the Court , to every 
one of whom (as it were in the nature of a Will 
he began to bequeath Moneys and give Rewards. 

Both Sexes wept bitterly with a melting Af- 
feion, to ſee with what love their afflicted Prince, 
by diſpencing his gifts, took his leave of them. 

That day all the Court was as ſad, asif one of 
the greateſt of the Kingdom had been dead. 

Selewcus, the poor King (although it miſ-became 
his royal Grace) could not forbear weeping in that 
common Affliction. 

The Cup of an Eye is too narrow a Veſlel to re- 
tain the Tears which the grict for a Son does 


afford. 


His Phyſicians and Friends were not wanting to 
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comfort him , and perfwade him tothe hopes of 
his recovery and welfare ; but he either reſolved 
not. to-give credit to their Promiſes, or had not 
the patience to expect the Fruits of them. 

Now the amorous Prince had ſpent all the day 
in taking his leave of his Friends, and the Ladies. 
He was onely to be diſmifled by his Father, and his 
fair cruel Mother, But knowing that both the one. 
and other would accompany him the day following 
2 little way out of Damaſcus , he retired into his 
Lodgings noleſs weary of what he had done, then 
dejected with melancholly. ” 

There the unfortunate Prince recolledting well 
himſelf, fell a thinking in what a ſad condition he 
was; and when he had been a good while immove- 
able, he brake our ſighing : 

Go to poor Aztioches; this'1s the laſt Evening ; 

Be thankful to the Gods for all the favors they 

have done thee. The continuation of thy life hath. 

been an effect of their Clemency, not the fruit of 

thy Merit. Be glad that thou art borna Prince, 

that thou haſt been the Son of Selenczs, that to in- 

herit his Crown, Heaven had made thee onely. 

Rejoyce that thou haſt lived in Stratonzca's time, 

thar the hath been thy Mother, that thou haſt ſerved 

her as a Miſtreſs ; ſuch happineſles could never con- 

tinue in any ſuppoſed mortal. It is no wonder there- 

fore that thou art dying ſo opportunely. Thou 

dieſt beloved of ail bur Srratonzca ; and thou dieſt 

innocent, unlels for the offence committed againſt: 
thy Father. Howlſoever it is no little Conſolation: 

t0 a pious Son, to purge with death a fault done 
onely - 
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paternal Roofs, I ſhall never more ſee you again. 

When he had ſaid ſo, feeling his Eyes fill with 
tears, to deprive himſelf likewiſe of the comfort 
which weeping mighr afford him , he took a Harp 
into his hands, on whole ſtrings (finging fo often 
with Stratonica) he had woven the Net for his own 
dear Liberty. 

The Strings ſounded fo (adly at the touch of 
his Fingers, that it ſeemed ( they mourning too) 
were defirous to ſing the Obſequies of their Princes 
dead Felicities. | 

Even in thoſe dry Nerves of the reſounding 
Wood, Antiochns his Diſaſters had the power to 
infuſe a mourning Quality. Ro 

When he ſaw he no longer was able to ſtruggle 
with Nature, he looked up towards Heaven,” and 
with an Action, even comely in Sorrow , let fall 
ſome tears ſo great and heavy, that it ſcemed they 
came from a Countrey where Grief was in abun- 
dance. Thence allured with the pleaſure tharis 
found in weeping, he fell to ſinging in this maner : 


Onr out, pour out ſad Eyes your tears 
by hundreds, and by thouſands too, 
To the laft torments all th-arrears 
of every drop of Sorrow's due. 
Now ſince the haughty ſparks of Fire 
Muſt cover d with the Aſbes be 
of Death , Eyes ere ye have deſire 
To die, and hence depart, firſt ſee 
That ye at laſt your old courſe take, 
And of your ſelves two Rivers make.

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When he had ended his Song, and recovered * 
his Bed ,. he was invaded in the-night by a gentle 
Feaver. Behold wr Antiochus the beginning 
of thy death. The Phyſicians which thought in the 


Morning to cauſe him to be gone, finding him fo 
altered, changed preſently opinion, and informin 


the King of it, his departure was deferred till 'a 
better opportunity. | | 
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' wards Death, then his Blood to 
Corruption, As many ſtrokes 
of his Pulſe as he obſerved to 
SQ d reverberate on his Arm, fo 
DADS DHÞ>D many advices he ſeemed to re- 
ceive of the ruine of his own i#dividuum. The 
wretched Prince remembered not himſelf ro be 
he | Feaveriſh without Joy, becauſe his Miſeries were ar 
that paſs, as they made even his Feaver ſeem a Hap- 
pineſs to him. Selenczs therefore ſeeing the dangers 
to encreaſe, and the hopes of his Sons healed tO 
fail him, found no courage in his Breaſt to manage 
the-reſentments he had of them. | 

The unfortunate King ſate like an aged Heracli- 
tus, to bewail in the dark corner of a Chamber the 
Miſeries of humane Mutability. His tears were 
witneſſes of that Sorrow, which made an Artificer 
in his Minde, cauſed him to ſce a Crown turned 
into a Coffin, Poor Seleucxs, and who You not 
"ave - 
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have piticd the Tears in the Eyes of a King, while Þ Ff 
he mourned for the greateſt occaſion that can be } , 
mourned for. 

Tears miſ-become the face of aman, for they | © 
being the ſeat of the Heart, a man ſhould not || * 
ſeem to have ſo ſoft a Heart, that can thaw it ſelf 
into Water.

Elyſium is a Place, which now humbling it ſelf in 
fallowed Plains, nay proud in well husbanded 
Hills, marries barren Woods to cuſtivared Villa's. 
and joyns neat Gardens to elaborated Fountains. 
There, as in a Fraſcati at Rome, or a Sampierdare- 
na at Gemoa, the greateſt Rulers of Soria dwelling 
in the Country in the Summer, Pallaces are ſeen, 
which reſembling the talleſt ſons of Architecture, 
with their Gyant-like Roofs wage an innocent.war 
with the Stars , and cauſing Admiration to tumble 
down headlong from the height of their Fabricks, 
make dreadful in a maner their Beauty. 

Nature , that hath conſtituted an Air to this 
place where the Spring is perpetual, ſeems that with 
reaſon ſhe will always have that ſoyl-enamell'd with 
flowers, which is deſtined for the Garden of the 
world. ' Now there on a hill covered with the plea- 


ſanteſt verdure that - can be repreſented in any 


Dutch Tapiſtry, the Kings houſe was built. 
To deſcribe a Pallace is to petrifie a Pen. Let 
it therefore ſuffice ro ſay of it, That Nature hath not

Antiochus being removed to this Place , the 

King delayed not ro come thicher with all the 


Court. There was a Gentleman lately arrived in - 


Damaſcus , who boaſted of, Cyprus for his Coun- 
try, and was called Climenes, He, verſed in many 
Tongues, and experienced in the Cuſtoms of: ſe- 
veral Nations, ſeemed to have travelled a great 
part of 4ſi4 and Enrope , and to have ſeen the 
Courts of all the greateſt Princes then living. 
W hereupon being infinitely capable of any imploy- 
ment, he was valued by all for a man of extraor- 
dinary Parts, and invincible dexterity inthe affairs 
of the World. But'as Nature had enrich'd him 
with the gifts of the Minde, ſoſhe had made him 
very inconſiderable in the qualities of the Body. 
For being Squint-ey'd, Toothleſs, and Flat-nos'd, 
he would doubtleſs have offended the eyes of all 


that beheld him, if the garb of a ſtrong and well | 


proportioned Stature, and the cheerfulneſs and vi- 


vacity of a Noble deportment, had not almoſtquite | 
concealed in him the Deformity of his Counte- - 


But he having brought ſome Letters to Zicofro- } 
nia from her onely Son Alceſtes, for whoſe abſence 


the poor Matron lived diſconſolately, began on 


that account to infinuate himſelf into the favor of | 
the greateſt at Court ; and being extreamly com- | 
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mended by Licafronia , who profeſſed herſelf ve- 


ry. much obliged to him, :he came ſo: tobe maſter 
of Antiochus his afteRion, that he being greatly 
raken with this Gentlemans converſation, admitted 
none but him into the moſt intrinſecal and freeſt 
familiarity in his Chamber. The Prince therefore 


one day much defiring to hear of ſome diſaſter in 


anothers affections, to ſee if the torments of others 
were comparable to , or ſurpaſſed his rorments, 
{pake to Climenes to relate ſomerhing to him, in 
order to his love, for as much as that he being (for 
ought he could (ee) placed under a great , butnot 


altogether fortunate condition, he imagined that 


his adventures could not without wonder be heard, 
nor pitied without pleaſure. 

_ Climezes, who encountered with all earneſtneſs 
the deſires of the Prince, to faſten the ſurer himſelf 
in his Favor, returned him this anſwer, That he re- 
fuſed not to obey him in this, as he had always 


done in every thing elſe; he onely conſidered, that 
the accidents of his love (although they exceeded 


the limits of an ordinary Fortune) were not ſo con- 
{iderable ro deſerve a Princes hearing. That there- 
fore the Relation which his Highneſs ſuppoſed 
might occaſion him half an hours paſtime, would 
doubtleſs prove to him a day of vexation. But 
Antiochs renewing his inſtance,made Climenes be-

Since your Highneſs will have me relate thc 


greateſt torment that ever I have ſuffered for Love, 
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you muſt know, that ſcarce I had entered into the 
fourth luſtre of my Age, but a malignant as (I

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know not by what means) having ſeized upon me, 


had almoſt epitomized my life in a ſigh: My Fa- 
ther (who onely in me numbered all his Progeny) 
being inſeperable from thoſe Feathers, of which he 
thought my breath could make it ſelf Wings to fly 
ro the other World, made his ſorrow the more to be 
pitied, by how much my diſcaſe was eſteemed the 
more dangerous. | 


But the lame now burning within all my bowels, 


had fo dried up my Palate, that my Tonguede- 


prived too of that little humidiry which makes it 


fic for motion, was not onely unable to ſpeak, but 
inflexible likewiſe.I was more oppreſſed with Thirſt 


then the Feaver; and my Fortune to make me ſuf- 


ficiently unhappy, when it had painted in my Fancy 


all the cool Waters that I had ever ſeen to guſh out _ 


of the earth, offered me to drink in the Cup of two 
weeping Eyes , the Tears which my old Father 
meds: ----- 
While I burned in this maner (the hopes of my 
health being abandoned before by the Phyſicians) 
a Matron, called Mirtenia , who dwelt near our 


houſe, ſhewed ſuch skill in preparing me a Potion, 
that (my Thirſt and Feaver being drowned in that 
draught) 1 found my ſelf wholly recovered, This 
Favor(then which there could be none greater done _ 


to me) ſoobliged meto Mirtenia, that to viſit her 


almoſt every day, and ſerve her in all her occaſions, 4 
ſeemed to me very ſlender demonitrations of that *' 


Love which I owed her. But alas, many days had 


not paſſed, bur I perceived that the drink which had 
plainly refreſhed my body,had with all burnt ſecret- _ 
ly my heart. Js | Iteltyl 
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Ifelt by little and little a Thought rifing in my 


Minde, which continually repreſented to my me- 
mory the reſemblance of this Lady , who was not 
very handſom ; and joyned to the Thought I found 
grown a Defire , which forced me to ſpend the 
oreateſt part of my time in her fruitleſs Converſa- 

tion, which I could not elſe endure, This Lady * 
was a Widow, who beſides her Riches and noble 
Birth, had an excellent Wit, which had dedicated 
her to the Science of Phyſick and Magick from her 
Childhood. She therefore accuſtomed to phan- 
taſtical Humors, ſ\urmounting her Sex, and well 
pleaſed with my Shape, was very much enamored 
of me. And encountering an occaſion by that my 


diſcaſe, to introduce into my Bowels with ſome ſpe-

1 ing, Yes :Reade the Letters,and then I will tell you 
the reſt, replyed the King.Stratonica began to reade 


with that Alteration , which the ſurprizal of a ſud- 
den Misfortune , and the fierceneſs of an unuſual 
look from Seleucrs , could probably be the cauſe 
of. And when ſhe had declared in the various 
colours (with which her Check was dyed) the ſeve- 
ral ſtings which her Soul was wounded with; I ſee 
(ſhe ſaid) O King , theſe are my Fathers Letters, 


I but I cannot comprehend what deſigns he hath 


raQiſed with Cl/ztarcxs, and how 1 am promiſed to 
im for his Wife. 

Then the old King unable to contain himſelf 
longer, cryed our, Ah S:ratonica, Stratonica, your 
Father hath always conſpired againſt me, and with 
t00 implacable hatred (when he could not deprive 
me of my Life) laid wait for mine Honor ! And 
proceeding in telling her with how much Ingrati- 
tude Demetrius had returned the Aﬀeion which 
he always had born him , he upbraided Srratonica 
with the ſundry Favors he had done him , and the 
many Occaſions he had had of ſupprefling him. 
Then with an ad truly horrible , he ſwore hy the 
Life of Antiechws, to hold him no longer either for 
his Father-in-law, or his Friend, but perſecuting 
him perpetually, to ſpend his own blood to procure 


| his Death. And heproteſted, Thatif it had nor 


been indecent for his Honor, he would have return- 
ed Stratonica to Demetrius , as an eternal refuſal of 
his Blood, and of his Friendſhip. For his minde 
every way prelaged to him little good that by her 
he was ever like to have. | 
Q So , 
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So Selencus vented his Paſſion, becauſe inthe 
Letters of Demetrizs there was this particular, Be 
confident of the Friend , whom T have ſent thither 
for that purpoſe, He conſulted who was meant by 
this Friend, and Climenes much ſuſpected by him, 
he ſuddenly cauſed him to be ſecretly impriſoned. 

But Stratonica, who by reaſon of the words of 
the King, had ſtaid in the Room as one ſmitten by 


a Thunder-bolt, being unable any longer to man». 
age her Diſaſter , departed from the fight of her. 
Husband, and inclofing hertelf in the moſt remote. 
Room that was to be found in the very bottom of. 
the Pallace , when ſhe perceived that ſhe had no ' 
other witneſs of her Sorrow, but her own Unhappy 


neſs : Why thould I live longer (ſhe began) unfor- 
tunate Woman. in a time when Heaven is reſolved 
ro Rain on thy Life all Diſaſters « To what hopes 
doth that Blinde Fortune reſerve longer my Yong 
years,that never knew how to diſtribute her Favors, 
bur where they are merited leaft © I condemned to 
frieze in the infipid Colds of an aged Husband, 
while I burn in the unprofitable flames of a yong 
Lover ? I a follower of him, who for loving me 
t00 much, is come now to hate me ? 1 poſleſs a 
Beauty , whole Flowers have been watered -perpe- 
tually with my Tears? And ſhould I live in the 
World « Should I look on rhe'Sun 2 Suck in the 
Air Walk up and down on the Earth 2 Ah no, 
Unfortunate Stratonica.

Seleucus in the mean time aſſured the next day 
of his health, fell to thanking the Gods, by giving 
ordeNfor Sacrifices. The ſlaughtered Victimes 
fumed every where on the Altars , and by writing 
on the Ground with the Characters of Blood the 
Kingdoms Joys; nothing itſeems bur Purple Ink 
could witneſs the common Aﬀections for the health 
of the King. The devotedſt Vaſlals pretended , 
That within thoſe ſacred Flames their Hearts burn- 
ed more then the Holocauſts; and with the Tongues 


*| of Smoke thanking Heavens ProteCtions, they the 


ſame time offered Incenſe with as of Adulation 


Q 2 to 
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the Court, to congratulate with him his recovered 
Health, and how many publike and private Feaſts 
were made through all $9rz4 for that occaſion, 


Onely Antiochus and Clitarcus, Prinees truly 


worthy of another Condition then what they then 
enjoyed, the one extended on a Bed, and the other 


buried in a Priſon, made a dolorous Deſcant to the £| 


Harmony of thoſe Joys. | 


A Priſon is a Hell epiromized in Ten ſpans of 
Scituation, Humane cruelty, which in tracing of 
Torments, hath imitated always diabolical Opera-.. 
tions, hath in no other Machine more expreſſed the 
Marroiy of Barbariſm , then in the Invention of a © 
Priſon. Ir is the ſum of Evils , becauſe it is an ene- 


my tO Liberty, the ſum of all Happineſs. The In- 


diſpoſitions of the Body, and Dilaſters of the 


Minde, be they never (o great, come never to mar- 
tyrize all our Senfes at once as a Priſon does. Even 
Hope, that is the comfort of every Evil, becomes 
in a Priſon the diſquieting of the Heart, 

Clitarcus was environed with Chains in a Room 
ſo full of Sadneſs, that the Darkneſs init did the 
office of Pity. 

Its Horror which ſhewed not the Inhabitant 
there all his Miſeries at once, might call in a maner 
a Loſs, a Benefactor, Loaden more with Thoughts 
then with Irons , the wretch lay on a Bed, which 
with too great a poverty, was fain both to ſerve him 


for a Table and Repoſe. Solitude , which was the 


greateſt Company he had , could give him no eaſe 
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to Seleucus his Ambition, Ir is hard torelate how | 
many Embaſſies of Princes arrived in few days at 
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cholly ſilence. Onely the Sighs which too violent- 
ly iſſued out of his Breaſt ( more pitiful then any 
thing <lſe) ſtrove to break thoſe Walls, which too 


unworthily conſtituted a miſcrable Pallace to a _ 


Prince diſgraced by Fortune. 
Seleucus, whom it greatly concerned to finde 
out the Fact, nat ſo much to puniſh the guilty, as 
to know in whatmaner the offence was deviſed, {ee- 
ing that by vertue: of the Laws he could not con- 
demn, whom he had not proofs againſt to convince, 
was extreamly diſquieted concerning this Matter. 
And he was the more diſquieted , by how much 
that deſiring by a certain occult alienation of Minde 
to condemn Climexes, he ſaw thar if Clitarcus con- 
fefled not ſomething , he ſhould be compelled to 
free him. Selencxs tofled up, and down between 
theſe Doubts, was not wanting oftentimes to com- 
municate his Thoughts to Artiochns, who relaxing 
a little the rigor of his deſpair, by reaſon of theſe 
Aﬀeairs , Jelited very carneſtly ro know how the 


buſineſs was managed. He counſclled therefore his 


Father (ſince there was no other remedy) to cauſe 
Clitarcus to be beheaded by his abſolute Power. 
For ſince they were diſcuſſing ſo enormous an 
Offence, it was not blame-worthy at all, to come 
thither by way of Equity , where they could not 
arrive by way of Juſtice, Antiochus forgat not 
(though he meant not to live) that Ciztarcs could 
onely oppoſe him in the Crown. Whereupon,not 
onely for this Reaſon, which is always very power- 
ful in the Mindes of Princes , but likewiſe the 
ove 
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ſtudied to offend him. Moreover, theſe Delibera- 
tions of the Prince were fomented by the Com- 
plaints and Rage, which againſt C/ztarcus , but 
more againſt Cl;menes, Licofronia made daily, For 
ſhe loving the King very dearly, but withal more 
affectionately Antiochns , was not able toendure, 
that they ſhould go unpuniſhed by any means what- 
ſoever, who were ſilpected guilty of Treaſon 


againft the King, She was changed in that maner - 
on the ſudden (as Women uſe to be) againſt the 


unfortunate Climenes : And if at the firſt, be- 
cauſe he had been her Sons Friend, ſhe had brought 
him by her Favors to the height of the greateſt ac- 
quaintance at Court, now becauſe he might be 
thought to be guilty, ſhe labored by all means to 
bring him into hatred with all the Worldz and 
perſecuting him with all her mighr, ſhe ſwore, That 
if he even had been her own Son , ſhe would have 
had the courage to behold without weeping his 
Head ſevered from the Body. 

Seleucus then adhering to the Counſel of the 
Prince , without making more ado, cauſed death 


tobe intimated to Cl:tarcus, It was greatly diſpu-, 


ted in the Councel of State, fince the King had no 
other Succeſſor ( beſides Antiochns ) but his Ne- 
phew, if it was not expedient for the Crown to re- 
ſerve him alive againſt all Miſchances. But Selev- 
cus ſpeaking gravely, ſaid ro them, "That he defired 


not to leave him the Crown, who deſcrved the Ax; _ 
that his Succeſſion could not have better fortune 


love which he bare unto his Father , he ſtrove by *| 
all means to procure their Deſtrution, who had | 
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Vice; and that he could not poſſibly beſoimpious, 
to recommend his peoples Life and ProteQion to 


one, who not knowing how to ſpare his own Blood, 


had attempted to leap into the Throne with the 
foot of Homicide, 
Behold Clitarcus, what an end to thy life that 


| Star hath determined , which beholding thy Na- 


tivity with too unlucky a ray, hath imprinted incli- 


nations in thy Minde , which muſt make thee do 


infamous Things. 

Puniſhment is not always remote from Noble 
Perſons. Princes even dye in that maner as the 
baſeſt men expire. For the Swordof Juſtice ex- 
empts onely Innocence from its Edge. 

The Conſpirator was at this paſs, and yet his 
ſorrows fell very much ſhort of theforrows which 
the Queen did feel for-the diſaſter.of her Love. 
She ſecing in the Court ſo many diſguſts of Wars, 
of Conſpiracies and Diſeaſes, and perceiving that 


they treated of nothing but Revenges, Priſons and 


Axes, and that which s worſe, findingher ſelf vi- 
lifted by her Husband, contemned by her Lover, 
and far from her Father , fell into ſo cruel a Me- 
lancholly, that the wanted buta little of Ravirg. 


The freſh Comelineſs in her facetbeing therefore 
decay'd, and the Colours of Beauty turned Pale.

her Countenance, but a nocturnal Heaven, in which

write her this Letter, and in it to excuſe his own I, 
Actions, that he might in (ome ſort make them _ f 
{cem tothe Queen the leſs faulty. Srratonica per- 2 

petually accuſtomed ro finde ſome black diſaſter Þ}. 
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in white Paper, did not open it withour fear, nor 


reade it without alteration. The Contents ſaid as. 


followeth : 


Avpam, Since my life is ſo near toan end, that 1 
may no longer reckon Days but Hours, I muſt 
not go out of this world, without taking leave of you, 
who have always been my Patroneſs , nor leave im- 


printed in your Minde an Opinion cruel to my ſelf, 


without making you that excuſe for it, which the 
Duty T profeſs you requires. i} therefore perad- 
venture with little ſatisfaction to your Pleaſure, I 
have induced you to reade this Letter, excuſe my ne- 
ceſsity, and be not diſpleaſed with my boldneſs. For 
albeit T know , that to ſay nothing of it , or confeſs 
it, neither makes me lyable to death , or delivers me 
from it, yet I ſhould be very glad , that what you 
[hall reade here within, may perpetually be buried in 
the bottom of your Heart. 1 ſhall never be cenſured 
for confiding in you ;, for beſides that in you all thoſe 
qualities concur, which can aſſure me of your ſecrecy, 
I may always ſay to have truſted in my life.

The relation of my Paſsions ſucceeded the beginning 
of our friendſhip. Whereupon ſhe diſcovering an 06- 
caſion to gain me , on the one ſide undertook my aſs1i- 
ſtance very willingly , onthe other cauſed me to dc- 
[pair of the effet# ; being ſecure by theſe Arts to looſe 
me from your Love, and tye me to that of her Daugh- 
ter; You know, O Queen, the offices, the tryals and 
perſwaſions which ſhe uſed to you in my name, Tour 
cruelty was my ritine and her anger, When ſhe ſaw 
that neither by your rigid behavior towards me, 1 
could be diverted from you, nor by her allurements_ 
be induced to love Enripia, ſhe reſolved to perſecute 
me, It occurs not to ſurvey again Diſtaſtes, 1t isto 
no body more knows then to your [elf , to what tryals 
ſhe hath often expoſed my Repmtation and Life. But 
now ſince T muſt dye , Tforgive her all offences, and 
love her as formerly. Finding then my ſelf de- 
prived of her aſsiſtance, and deſpairing to have you 
as a Miſtreſs , I did caſt about how to gain you for my 
Wife, The diſſentions between your Father and 
Hyusband, werethe foundation on which I erected my 
Engines. Suppoſe me a Lover, and you'll grant all 
exorbitances! Ton world offend your wiſdom, if you 
wondered and examined my Attions. Tt is ſufficient, 
The buſineſs went on well, if the-breaking of a Vaſe 
of Pur ſlain had not rninedin a moment my Fortunes. 
Heaven, that kuew me unworthy of your Love, 
would not let me have the experience of the worth | 
of your favor. Your Beauty, which hath made. all 
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adoring you, T preferred you before them , would not 
let me brag that I had couTened them of their Ho-. 
ors, without loſing my mY So ga the things of 
the world, O Stratonica! Clitarcus born a Prince, 
grown up tothe Hopes of a Kingdom , endowed with 


good ©nalities, beloved of Vaſſals, and reverenced 


by Strangers, ts brought to be beheaded in the Flower 
of his Age. Idye O deareſt (diſpence with me, if at 


the end of my life I make uſe of this word) Taye full 


of all thoſe diſcontents, and abandoned by all thoſe 
Conſolations, which in Caſes like this , have at an 
fime been of force to enconrage every other wretched 
man. My death would be happy, if Tmieht be aſſured, 
that theſe my diſaſters were but pityed by one ſingle 
drop of your Eyes, But it s temerity to aſpire ſo 
hieh. T know your Eyes in that they are Stars, are 
mine Enemies, and I muſt not hope for pity from 
mine Enemies, Be you happy, O Madam | 


It is bard to relate how many impreſſions the 
Eetter made inthe Minde of Stratonca, in order to 
Aﬀection and Pity. The fad Queen vpbraided her 


misfortunes to Heaven, ſince in the firſt ending to@ 


finde one that loves her, the began to loſe him. In 
fine, ſhe could not chooſe but communicate the 
Letter to Arſinda, who then was her Beloved, her 
Favorite. And ſo much the more willingly ſhe 
communicated it to her, by how muchrhat hereto- 
fore ſhe had ſeen , that Arſinda following the Fa- 


. ſhiomof womaniſh inconſtancy, having changed all 


the Hatred the bare to Clitarcns , inro an Aﬀection 


and an unſpeakable Pity, had made her ſelf famous 


R 2 among 
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among others of the Court , by bewailing his diſ- 
aſtrous Condition, When they had then conſult- 
ed long together, Arſinds without ſpeaking any 
more bad recourſe to Selencns , and informed him 
with moſt powerful Reaſons, That now fince Cl:- 
tarcus was contented to dye without confefling any 
thing , it was expedient to the Crown, todilcover 
the Wiles and Treacheries of his Enemies by of- 
fering him his life , in caſe he would manifeſt their 
deſign. The King was moſt unwilling to Conſent 
to this Reſolution. Burt laſtly, when he knew of 
what uſe it was to him, he Condeſcended to all 
Arſinda delired. When the had obtained this _ 
Grace, ſhe was doubtful of Cltarcas his kindneſs,  ! 
though in the Queens Letter ſhe had had ſome ear- 
neſt of it before. Whereupon it ſeemed neceflary 
to her, before ſhe would Treat with him of any 
thing , to penetrate his Minde with a Note. She 
therefore wrote to him very kindly, and aſtured 
him how much from her heart ſhe repented her 
ſelf, that ſhe ever had diſpleaſed him, and how bir- 
terly ſhegrieved to ſee he was brought to ſuch an 
S cnd. 

When C/itarcns had read the Note, he thought 
without doubt, That Arſinda would even in the 
end of his lite, affiict him with ſome ſpecious de- 
ceit. Yer diflembling his doubt, he anſwered her . 
thus ina Letter :

we, to bewail one thing more that I leauffon this.

had made me unconcerned in the Sorrow of not being 
longer able to enjoy your Courteſies. You have done 
nothing elſe by reconciling me to you, but added the 
weight of your Memory to the burthen I carry to the 
other World, 1 impute all to my Stars, which have 
_ had the power to make me ſo unhappy, that even Fa- 
vors prove Misfortunes tome, Howſoever (Madam) 
T am glad to die lamented by you, fince T lived before 
perſecuted by you, And aſſure your ſelf, that he who 
hath never reſentedyour Injuries , till forced by his 
Honor, will never forget your Aﬀection, till maſtered 
by Eternity. 


When Arſ;zda had received this Letter, ſhe flew 
full of joy to the Priſon, She complemented and 
negotiated with Clztarcs a good while, In the end 
ſhe ſo wrought, that he was contented to buy his 
life at the rate of Confeſſion, The Examination 
ſucceeded the Charge , and inthe Examination he 
diſcovered many things that were not fit to be re- 
vealed ; one of which was, the accuſing of Cl:- 
menes for one of the principal Actors in the Con- 
ſpiracy. 

Climenes onthis Evidence was moſt cruelly tor- 
mented ; but aſſuring himſelf that he could by no 
means eſcape Death , he declined the refidue of his 
Torments, by ſaying, He was ready to reveal every 
thing , provided, that Antiochus and Licofronia 
would be preſent at his Tryal. Then the dns 19-7 | 
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of the Cauſe being aſſembled together in the 
Chamber of the Prince, together with Licofronza, 
who; as zealous of the lite of the King, had perſe- 
cuted extreamly in all things the ſaid guilty Perſon 
The Judges had ſcarce taken their places, but they 
heard the noiſe of the Irons which Climeres trail'd 
along on the ground. ; 
| The poor Youth appeared like a Traveller into 
another ife His Countenance (which by Nature | 
had no vulgar Air in It) grown lean by Affliction, 
expreſſed in apale diſagreement of Colours , that 
the Harmony of his individuum began its Diſſolu- 
tions from the Head. They read inthe Apple of 
his Eye, Tears manfully repelled, and Horrors im- 
perfetly defigned by Death. Yet when he had 
rallied the Reliques of a Chearfulne, which be- 
fore was diſperſed, with a ſmiling that had nothing 
clſe of life but the ſhadow, he ſpake in this 
maner: 

To be Mortal, and conſequently ſubje& to Pal- 
ſions and Errors, thould not make it ſeem ſtrange 
ro you, O Judges, that now before your eyes, ye 
ſee me faln down to the bottom of humane Adverſi- | 
ties. He that incited me to this Precipice, is ſo | 
powerful , that with an example of extraordinary 
wonder, he could have ſ{ubverted more robuſtious 
Breaſts, and Hearts far more generous then mine. 
Burt I ſpeak not this to diminith in any ſort the 
greatneſs of my Fault, but to aflure you (my 
Lords) that what I have defigncd againſt the King, 
had relation to nothing but Love and Revenge. 
The Phylficians diſfſention in order to your wo” | 
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te Queen, 


Effects are derived, TI am not ina condition to in- 
large my Diſcourſe. Hear the true Relation, and 
pity (it you pleaſe) ngr my Offence , but my 
Frailty. 

When Hermogenes ſaw he was vilified by Car- 
neades, for their Difference in Opinion in order to 
your Highneffes diſeaſe ; and tharto that contempr 


was joyned the little Favor the King ſhewed him ; 


he being vexed, ſent a Letter ro Demetrius, my 
Maſter, ſtrewed full of Ambuſhes and Treaſons, 
which Selencas deviſed againſt him. And amongſt 
other things (to confirm them) wrote to him, That 


the King the laſt year perceiving thar your Highneſs 


was familiar with Sophon#sba, fearing leſt at laſt you 
might marry her. and A CORING - Ac ES... 
wards Demetrius his Kinred , had cauſed her to be 
poyſoned by Carneades : Whereupon the unfor- 
tunate Lady departing ſhortly after for the Death 
of Fanſtus her Father , could ſcarce get to Burſi 
alive. | | 
Demetrius, who before was perſwaded of the 
hatred Seleacus bare to him, when he ſav its Effects 


in Sophonisba , did preſently beleeve whatſoever | 


Hermogenes wroteto him, Whereupon being 1n- 
flamed to Revenge ( having before mage ſure of 


| Clitarcus the Prince) he reſolved to ſend to this 


Court ſome faithful Lord of his , who embracing 
with him the Defign, might perſwade him to con- 
ſpire againſt the King, and-ro ſeck by all means, 
either by Iron or Poyton-to deprive him of Lite, | 

None of his Barons ſeemed fitterto him for this 


buſineſs, - 
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me aſide one day, to diſcourſe with him in the 
ſecreteſt place of one of his Cabinets, when he had 
complained greatly of Selexcus , and ſhewed me 


the Letters of H ermogenes , he commanded me to. 


come to this Court , and told me whar to do with 
Clitarcus, | 

I. who had loved Sophoniba more then my life, 
and that if I came not to this Court when the 
Queen brought her with her for one of her Ladies, 
it was, becauſe I was far diſtant at that time from 


Burſa, for certain Aﬀairs of the King, my Maſter, 


Imagine ye, O Judges, what ſorrow I felt by ſeeing 
in Hermogenes his Letters, not onely the Memory, 


but the Quality of her Death. Whereupon, it ap» 


peaiuyg wane thuygby vbermng *he King, nar Qne- 
ly concurred the Satisfaftion of doing my Duty , 
but that too of revenging my Lady , I was very 
willing to perform his Commands. 
It diſordered me onely to think, that I ſhould be 
known not onely by Stratonica, but many others of 
this Court, but Demetrins telling me, that (when 
I had gotten a Beard, and changed with my Voice 
in ſome ſorr the Features of my Face,I might eaſily 
be freed of this doubt ) did encourage me ſo, that 
I ng my {elf for rhis Coaſt : Being ſur- 
prized at Sea by a Tempeſt, I was caſt 0n the Iſland 


of Cyprus, where forced to expe many Moneths . 

the Commodity of Paſſage, the Relation befel Þ 
me of that Witch , which I made ſome days paſt '& 
to your Highneis, which differeth in nothing from 
the Truth, bur in thar particular onely, in which I } 
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made mention of my Father, and in the Infirmities- 
which I ſaid I had had in the end. 

Your Highneſs I know calls ſomething to minde 
thatT ſignified to you of a Picture which I ſaw 
there in the Pallace of that Mountain, for whoſe 
ſake afterwards I could not endure to ſee any other. 
Now this was the Picture of Sophonyba, Being in- 
flamed by this ſight more then ever to the Enter- 
prize, Fortune to facilitate the more my Diſaſters, 
aid likewiſe provide againſt the danger of my being 
diſcovered ; for going a hunting one day, I fell 
from a very high Precipice of Rocks, and breaking 
my Noſe and my Teeth, and loſing an Eye, as 
you ſee, I ſecurely did negotiate with my Friends, 
and no body knew who I was. 

Bcing healed, and a very convenient Paſlage af- 
forded me, I arrived at this Court. Here feigning 
my {elf to be a Stranger, as your Highneſs beheld, 
I onely diſcovered my felf ro the Prince your 
Cozen, and procured the Friendſhip of Hermo- 
genes, The Prince (though he very much deſired 
it) was troubled in reſolving with himſelf to con- 
ſpire againſt the King. But I knowing he was crucl- 
ly in Love with the Queen (though ſhe knew no- 
thing of it) did promiſe to him on the parr of De- 
metrins, to marry her to him as ſoon as Selercrs 
ſhould be dead. He, who was not able to ſtand 
| firm againſt theſe Motions , when the promiſe was 
authenticated by the Letters of my Maſter , cor- 
Tupted Hermogenes with a great ſum of Gold, and 
many Hopes, and incited him to Poyſon Seleacas. 
As ſoon as I kney that he had done the deed 
5 (though 
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the Vaſe) I killed him the night following, to be ſure 
he ſhould be filemt. But by the ſame way that 1 
thought to have ſecured the Secrecy , by that very 
ſame I happened to reveal it, For Hermogenes as 
ye know having ſo much lite lefr him, as to be able 
ro inform Terpandins of the Fact, every thing was 


diſcovered. C the buſineſs exa&ly hath paſled, O 


Judges. Now it remains ( he ſpake with a great 


{igh) that ye know whol am; bur no body can 


eive greater teſtimony of thar then rnis Lady, who | 


{its here among you. And in ſaying ſo, ſhewing 


Licofronia a $kar that he had on his Arm,now ſpeak | 


you, he added (O Madam) if you kno your Son 
Alceſtes. 

Reader, I have not the courage to delineate the 
reſentment of a Mother, who after a very long 
time that ſhe hath been far diſtant from her onely 
Son ,. comes to re- behold him with an Ax over his 
Head. Let him (who can) arrive there with a 
Thought, where I cannot come with my Pen. 1 
will onely ſay this, The Judges fo much pitied this 
caſe, that if his Offence had been any thing but 
Treaſon, perhaps changing the Puniſhment of Life 
into ſome other Puniſhment , they might in ſome 
kinde have been indulgent to him. 

Thou diedſt ſo, O eAlceftes. Thy ill Fortune 
could not be divided from thee , but by the Iron 
which cut off thy Head. Unfortunate Man ! Thy 
Misfortune would not have been lamented ar all.” if 


thou hadſt undertaken the Conſpiracy, ſet on fire _ 


' by other flames,bur thoſe of Revenge and of Love. 
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( though it was without Effet, by the Rupture of * 


Where. 
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Where is that Heart, be it never ſo generous, that 
ſpurred on by theſe two Aﬀections, runs not to any 
kinde of Precipice « May that be an example to 
the Liver. 

; Bur Clitarcrs (who had by the means of Arſinda 
been delivered out of Priſon, and from Death, 
though perpetually baniſhed from Dazaſcus) was 
willing to gratifie in ſome part the kindneſs he had 
received from that Lady,by marrying Exripia, So 
one of the Conſpirators (becauſe he was a Prince) 
paſſes to his Nuptials, while the other (becauſe a 
private man) goes to the Gallows. 

The Diſturbances of Seleucus and Antiochns 
being quieted in this maner , and the Court filled 
with joy for this Marriage , their Contentment was 
the greater , becauſe Demetrivs ſeeing his Deſigns 
were diſcovered; endeavored a Peace with Selencrs, 
and obtained it. 

Stratonica therefore awaked with the noiſe of 
the Feaſts out of that Melancholly in which her 
orcat Beauty lay aſleep , and began to rekindle in 
her ſelf the accuſtomed ſplendors of her Face, and 
revive the uſual Graces of her Looks and of 
Laughter. 

Antiochus, thy Sun prepares himſelf to run to- 
wards the end of thy life. What 1s to be done ? 
- Preſerve thy Chaſtity , and thou loſeſt thy Life, 
' So this poor deſperate Prince , when he ſaw in the 
7 Roſes of his Enemy, the Thorns of his Condirion 
f | to re-bloſlom , fell to Faſting again , becauſe he 
would not nouriſh in the weaknels of his Life, the 


danger of his Modeſty. 
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But Selencizs, who wanted not any thing to per- 
fe& his Happineſs in the Joys of the Peace, but the 
ſight of ſome amendment in Antiochws, being con- 
ſecrated wholly to Sacrifices and Devotions, ſpent 
onely the hours of the day in fighing ro Heaven 
for (ome reparation to the Ruines of his decaying 
YON, 

Near Damaſcus, ſome three Miles off, there is a 
Valley, which within a ſad Pleaſantneſs of Cypres. 
Trees, by which it was. encumbered by reaſon of 
their Thickneſs, a Temple lay hid, ereed to the 
Glory of a nameleſs Deity. There Solitude (whoſe 
Kingdom it ſeemed) commanding with the Scepter 
of Silence, did intimate to all that entred into the 
Wood, the decrees of Terror and Admiration, 

The Fabrick (which ſhewed inthe Architeure 
a Majeſty, to which even Ages did homage) aſliſt- 
cd by thoſe Circumſtances of Horror and Anti- 
quity, which make a doletul Edifice, was reyerenced 
by Pilgrims , as adwelling that could not contain 
any other thing in it, bur the obſcure Deity of a 
Power unknown. 

Black Bats, and unlucky Birds, which ( com- 
paſſing the Temple with ſad flutterings) did form 
an untortunate Chattering, were the Citizens which 
inhabiting the Obſcurities of the Wood, accorded 
to the colours of their Feathers the ſadneſs of 
thoſe Leaves, which even in their trembling breath- 
ed Tears. 

Hither-the King reſolved to have daily recourſe, 
without any other attendance but two Lords , be- 
ing confident that as he prayed againſt an unknown 
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Diſeaſe, ſo onely of an unknown Deity he could 
obtain rhe Remedy for it. And behold at the third 
ſtation, when the Sacrifice was done, he ſoundly 
ſleeps at the Foot of the Altar, and hears a voice in 
a dream that (ayes unto him, 

Selencus, cauſe Eraſpſtratus to be found. IF he 
Cures not thy Son, his Death is unavoidable. 

The unfortunate King awaking with this voice 
(which ftruck him like Thunder) returned in all 
haſte to Damaſcus, And when he had diſtintly in- 
quired, if there was a Phyfician in the World 
called Eraſiſtratus , he received this Anſwer, That 
there was not onely ſuch a one, but that he was the 
Vaſſal of his Majeſty ; and that it was not long 
ſince he had married a moſt beautiful Citizen of 
Damaſcus, 

The King having cauſed Erapſtratns to come to 
him, beheld him Counter-marked with ſo Noble 
and ſo Comely a Countenance , that by his lively 


Carriage, and cheerful Condition, he ſtraight-ways 


prelaged ſome 7 vg Fortune to the Cure of Antio- 
chus, Poor aftlicted men, how quickly they run to 
beleeve, what they would have ſucceed in order to 

the effeing their Deſires. All men offend con- 
 cerning this Levity, but great men there offend 
moſt of all; for they ( as more proud in their De- 
fires) cannot comprehend how Hope can be {o bold 
to deceive them. 

Eraſiſtratus expoſed to the Eyes of the other 
Phyſictans, and of the Court, became ſoon a Mark 
for the blows of Detraction and Envy. But he 
(who had ſpent the greater part of his time in the 


Courts 


Courts of other Kings, being skilful in the art of 
inſinuating himſelf into every ones favor) prevailed 


with them in time noleſs by his Knowledge then 


his Wit. 

But Selencns { who procured with all diligence 
that the Phyſician ſhould not be diſtracted with any 
other Thoughts , but thoſe which were neceſſary 
for the ſtudy of Remedies) was deſirous that his 
Wife ſhould be brought into theCourt,to live there 
with him ; and gave order to have her Treated asa 
Lady eſteemed by the Queen. 

Things being compoſed in this maner, Era- 
ſiſtratus went in to make his firſt viſit to the Prince, 
and with him Selencus, and Antipater the Princes 
Overſeer. The Room half dark, was the firſt ſign 
which they all three had of the little Life of the 
fick' Prince, Their Looks haſtned to the Bed, 
which (now beginning to transform it ſelf into a 
Cofhin \) contained nothing elſe but a miſerable 
Conjunction of Bones animared by a fugitive Soul. 
Antiochus was defaced in that maner, that having 
by his ſickneſs acquired a Figure wholly different 
from himſelf, he retained nothing elſe of his former 
Similitude, but a lively Look, in which alone, as in 
a {ecure Counter-{1gn , his unfortunate Father was 

reduced to acknowledge the Stamp of his own Re- 
iemblance. 

Nature peradventure then robbing him of his 
native Form, had with a compaſhonare cruelty de- 
livered him from the refidue of thoſe Tears which 
Seleucus would have ſhed by reſeeing in him his 


own Image, But what greater miſery could arrive 
ro 
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to poor Antiochws, thento be brought to that pals, 
that it ſeemed but reaſonable' to defraud him of 
that weeping to which his Fathers Tears were in- 
debted by the law of Compaſſion. Yet the unfor- 
runate King was not wanting to water his Cheeks in 
that maner, That if the Overſeer and Phyſician 
there preſent, had not ſignified ro him that he 


ſhould forbear weeping , he would without doubt 


(forerunning the death of his Son) have provided 
his dear Body of a Bath. They conſidered him 


poſſeſſed by Melancholly , opprefled with Silence, 


and abſtracted from Humanity. Every thing abour 
him ſeemed to infuſe Horror, and to ſavor of Miſ- 
fortune. Even the Air ( infeted with his Fate) 
moved up and downin the Circuit of his Cham- 
ber ſomething that was Noyſom and Deadly. 
When the King 'had made much of him, and 
frequently asked him how he did, being unable to 
get from him any anſwer at all but a turning of his 
ſhoulders , he weeping, conſulted the Phyfician in 
order to what they ſhould do to revive this dying 


health. 


Eraſiſtratus then taking into his hand the arm of 


Antiochas, obſerved (muſing much) by the drum 
of his Pulſe, if his Soul yet began to beat the 
march. Then he ſaid very gravely, That there 
wanted not cauſes of ſadneſs; Thar nevertheleſs in 
that his firſt viſit he durſt not yet prognoſticate any 
thing of certainty ; That he ſhould have thought ir 
4 moſt excellent remedy, to cheer up CAntiochus 
his ſorrows with much merry Company and ſweet 

Muſick ; for he ſaw very well , that chiefly two 
| thines 
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things were the infirmities which cauſed his Death, 
to wit, Melancholly and Weakneſs. The Phyſician 
going on in his diſcourſe , ſo ſatisfied the Kings ex- 
zation, that he hanging at his Mouth, preſerved 
Fi Words as anſwers from an Oracle. 

| Antipater had the Charge to give order for the 
Feaſts, and to aſſign the time for the Ladies Aſſem- 
bliecs. There the Queen being often to intervene, 
not onely as chief in Authority , but as principal in 
Beauty, was the cauſe that the others ſo much infe- 
rior to her (becauſe they would not ſtay in the 
place) went out with their Attires and Embelliſh- 
ments, deviſed without doubt by Emulation, and 
\ embroydered by Envy. 

Antiochus his Chamber being therefore become 
an Epirome, in which Oftentation had contracted 
all its Bravery ; and a Scene,where all the Torches 
of Beauty were lighted, the poor Prince felt him- 
ſelf mount miſerably rowards Paradilc. 

Next to Stratonica, there was not a Lady 
( though the Courr did abound with extraordinary 
Beauties) more handſome then Polibia the Wite of 
the Phyſician. She (whoſe years reſembled a Noſe- 
gay. of Flowers tyed by Youth) ſurpaſſing the 
others as much as the was ſurpaſſed her {elf by Stra- 
zonlca, ſeemed a middle limit placed in that Com- 
pany, to prove that infinity which the Beauty of 
the Queen arrived at. 

It Iknew which way to deſcribe a Deity, per- 
haps I ſhould dare to ſhadow thoſe Sweets, which 
all Eyes felt by fixing themſelves on the Counte- 
nance of the Queen, while ſhe ſate near rhe Bed of

thing. wee "as 

Fraſiſtratus (who well underſtood the lan» 
guage of the Eyes) perceiving that looks paſſed be- 
tycen the Queen: and the Prince , which carried 
and recarried arrows, was not long a'comprehend- 
ing in what tempeſt the Health of Artiochus was 
loſt. Being cautious therefore in obſerving, in leſs 
then two days he perceived, that every time Strats- 
aica appeared, the poor Prince (grown pale) was 
ina ſweat; his Tongue trefnbled in his Mouth, and 
his Heart did beat in his Breaſt; and the Motions 
of his Pulſe varying in that maner, it feemed by the 
frequent beatings that he panted in calling for help. 

Penſive Eraſſtratus, what remedy wilt thou 
finde for this Princes diſcaſe , now thou haſt had 
the furtune to diſcover it He turns to Aſhes fort 
fire, which nothing ſuits better with then Silencts 
How wilt thou be-able to put thy (clf inorder to 
make uſe of any Medicaments, if thou mayſt not 
define the diſeaſe nor ſpeak of it  O my very cruel 
Condition ! And what avails it me, _=_ thou haſt 
| brought me to the greateſt cure in the world (to 
make meget honor) if thou haſt put a rub in my 
way, which may make -me loſe my life 2 ſo ſpake 
ſi lingly the Phyſician in that affliction of Minde, 


who could have no greater Conſolation then De- 
ſpair. - But after much uncertainty of Thought, he 
ran to Seleycns, and informing him that at _ he 
had diſcovered the diſcaſe of Aptiochns, he tel

When the: Prince was in: health. (replyod the 
Phyfician) Fortune ,one' day brought him to ſee

Bur-it,being repugnant to his Nature to make uſe 
there ofifouge, where Prayers 'werenor prevalent, 
he was grievtd-fo tothe heart , that he refolved ro 
go dye/in Laogicea, Your: Majeſty knows better 
then't, if chat journey was-intended.

Then'heared with the boyl- 
ing of his Aﬀections , he colleed all the wittieſt 
Enthymems, and -{ubtileſt SylJogiſms, to imprint 
in the heart of Eraſiſtratns an Argument of Truth, 
that in him all the happineſs of Antrochus conſiſted, 
And that if ke would as a Husband be willing 'to 
abandon Polibi4to the Princes defires, he would 
make his Family as fortunate as any ever was. 
He then dilated himſelfin ſhewing him the hap- 


pineſs of the People , which depended on the Life 


of a Prince ſo well Qualified ; the joy of a Father, 
who would by that means be ſeen to re-flouriſh 
in a Son; and the Obligation of a Favor, which a 
Poſterity owing him could never be forgotten. 

But the Phyſician feigning an Anger , wnich 
paſſed not the Confines of Diſlembling (artificially 
orown proud) returned him this Anſwer, That he 
could not tell if his Majeſty would embrace thoſe 
Counſels himſelf, which he labored ro give him, it 
he was in Er4ſitratrs his Condition', "That he was 
very ſure, That provided _Antiochns had been cn-

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amored of the Queen, his Majeſty would not have 
endured that any ſhould have perſwaded him to re- 
nounce her to the Lover. | 


_ crying out with a violence derived from paternal 
Aﬀection, Would the Gods would be fo pleaſed 
(he ſaid weeping) that my poor Son were 1n love 
with my Wife, that I without lofing any time, 
might run to diſpoſſeſs my ſelf of a Woman,to gain 
a King , but the Stars have not vouchſafed me fo 
much happineſs. My deftiny (which hath wholly 
ſeen my will devoted to my Sons) would not let his 
Life depend on my will. O, amongſt all that have 
ever had children in the World, moſt unfortunate 
Father ! And how gloriouſly happy ſhould I be, if 
Antioechns being in love with Stratonrca, it lay in 
my power to get my {elf a priviledge in his grati- 
tude, by giving him life a ſecond time ? So ſpake 
Seleucus ; and he bathed in the mean time (with 


hoary old Age, which rendered his Countenance 
no leſs Grave then Majeſtick. | 


'We deſire that Ability which we have not ; not 
{o much ro uſe it, as to have ſomething more then 


when there is even a privation of any ſuperfluity, 
we are troubled. Our Minde, which 1s always de- 
{irous of Dominion, runs willingly to thoſe Actions 


etherwiſe the Actions be of little Satisfaction. 
If this King had perceived he had been ableto 
beatifie Antzochus , before he ſo fervently defired 
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Here Seleucus could not ſuffer him to go on, but 
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his eyes diflolved into water ) the reverence of that

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this Power in another , he would nor peradventure 
have put into practiſe with ſo great a violence. 

When Eraſiſtratus ſaw the King, in the height of 
his Sorrow, he caſt himſelf down ar his Feer, and 
beſought him to be quiet; for it was in his Power 
to give Life to the Prince. And proceeding indiſ- 
covering to him Antiochus his Love to the Queen, 
he cauſed the pitiful Father to ſwoon through a- 
bundance of Tenderneſs. 

He employed then himſelf in obſerving his Sons 
alterations when Stratontca arrived, and was con- 
fident of all the Phyſician had attirmed to him. 
Then without loſing of time (for the Life of the 
Prince was no longer ina ſtate to ſuffer delay) he 
aſſembled his Counſellors. There gravely de- 
bating the matter (after he had given them a true 
Information of every thing that had ſucceeded in 
order to the Princes diſeaſe) he ſhewed them how 
oreat the loſs was all the Kingdom would have by 
his death. He dilated himſelf (not withour Tears) 
in commending his Qualities. He proved the utility 
which they hoped for by his Government. He de- 
clared the impotency of his own old Age. He be- 
wailed the Royal Progeny that would end in his 
Sons individuum, if he died inthat maner: And 
laſtly, he commended his renouncing of Stratonics 
to him, to preſerve him alive. 

The Kings opinion was unanimouſly approved 
of. and no leſs were all aſtoniſhed ar the love of 
| the Father to the Son, then the reſpect of the Son 
to the Father. : 

This no ſooner was done , but Selencms called

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The unfortunate Queen ' 


Stratonica alide into' a Chamber. He deſired her 
not. tro wonder at what he had to tell her; for the 
Extravagances of the World cauled greater A- 
' mazements. That he was well aſſured ; Thar the 
ficknels of Antiochns did proceed from an infinite 
Love which he bare unto her : That it ſhould nor 
appear ſtrange to her, for her Beauty could do more 
ſtupendious Miracles : That he ſaw no other Re- 
medy to preſerve his Son's Life, but to renounce to 
him her Body , though he did not renounce unto 
him his Aﬀection to her. & 
That ar leaſt he felt this Pleaſure, that her 
Merits had a greater Reward , then that which his 
waſted old Age had the Power to beſtow now up- 
on her : Thata Prince of leſs Vertue then Artzo- 
chus, was-unworthy of ſo qualified a Queen : Thar 


ſhe ſhould comfort her ſelf, that if he loſt her as a © 


Wife, he gained her as a Daughter. And finally, he 
beſought her, Thar if ſhe made Profeſfionof com- 
plying with all his Deſires , ſhe would comply with 
this or accepting of Antiochus willingly ; for no: 
thing could expreſs greater kindneſs, and nothing 
was more beneficial to tne Kingdom, 

The Gods onely know ( while Selenczs ſpake 
thus) what Conflicts in his Heart the Intereſts of 
his Son, and his Wife's AﬀeRions made. Heaven 
in that inſtant made her ſeem to him more Beauri- 
ful, rhat in giving her away to Aztzochxs, he might 
be more ſenſibly Mortified-. 

Stratonica dyed with a Bluſhing , which ſeemed 
the effect of Strangenels, and was Joy's effe&; re- 
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turned him this Anſyyer , That the could do no leſs 
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'then beamazed , that: Aztiochas was.come tothat 


paſs; yer that ſhe was ready-to perform the com- 


- mands of his Majeſty. 


So they both went ro the fick Princes Bed : 


when the King had cauſed all to be gone, he began 
to ſpeak to the Prince in this maner : TIER 
How much Sorrow, O Son, thy ſickneſs hath 
continually brought me, is known to that Heaven,

the effe& of a Son, but not of an ordinary Son. To' 


cure thee of thy fickne(s, though it were withthe 
loſs of my Life, muſt not be the work of a Father 
that is leſs then a King. Stratonica (who was born 


to greater Fortunes then any ſhe could hope for of 


me) by the Favor of Heaven is now to be happy in 
thee. "Receive her, and cheering up thy Sadneſs 
with the gain of ſuch a Happineſs, endeavor to de- 
$ liver thy {elf ont of the ſnares'of death, No man 
{| will ever be able to deny , that I have not(to reco- 
ver thy health) giveaway the:moſt Beautitul thing 
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in the World. But my Gift is voluntary, and my 
Will hath been commended by the Councel of 
State. All our Subjects ſee me willinger a Widow-. 
er, then without a Son. Let this be a Circumſtance |} 
to increaſe the Beatitudes of thy Fortune. _ 
Antiochus his weakneſs was not-able to endure

The firſt was a rare Paſtoral ; the ſecond a Roy- 
al Tilting; the third a moſt ſumpruous Feaſt. 
There had continued in the dear and honored 
Mcmories of a free Prince of a moſt happy State, 

a very fine Paſtoral, whole Title was ARCADIA 

SET AT LIBERTY, the Fruit of arare 

Youths Invention, who vouchſafing to imitate the 

X famoulſcſt 
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famouſeſt men, was angry with himſelf that ke had 
not ſurpaſſed them. All the great and Noble things 
(which Ariſtotles School boaſted of ) were found 
in that Comedy. "> 

Though the Work was extreamly delightful , 
yet it did not fully anſwer the Royal Expectation, 
which aiming ſtill higher, had reſolved to amaze the . 
Spectators, giving them together with Arcadia, 
great Enterludes of Galatez. OY 

Fame already had Canonized the Poem with 
the applauſes of all che World , which had much 
ſurpaſſed the known Lyrick vein of the Latine and 
Greek Poets. The happy Compolition repreſented 
all the Graces of Love, and expreſſed in the fortu- 
nate Leaves whatſoever Art fRigns to be Beautiful, 
or Nature its Model. | 

They were buſie about the Theatre. Ir ſuited 
not with every capacity, for thoſe Heroical De- 
lights are unfit for common people. A moderate 
Hall was therefore made choice of, and immediate- 
ly filled with innumerable Workmen, and abun- 
dance of Materials undet the conduc of a famous 
Enginecr, without limiting the Expences. They 
diſtributed Billets to a limited number, which were 
a Wedding Garment to him, who was for the ſpace 
of tour hours to be in an-extaſie of Pleaſure. The 
Spectators were brought in with great Majeſty, bur 
though there were multipſied Guards , yer the tor- 
rent of the Perſons was fo ſtrong , that they could 
not interdi& the effe&s of Deſire without hazard- 
ing many lives , whileſt a longing ExpeRation of- 
tered Violence to the Curious, whereupon in a very 


ſhort.  } 
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ſhort rime the Theatre ſeemed repleniſhed with one 
ſingle Body. VEE > 

The Ladies crowded together, reſembled the 
Stars in the Milky way. Every Pillar, every Bale, 
and every Chaptcr were taken up. 

The Evening-ſtar appeared, and the Night was 
now as bright as theDay. When the Spettators were 
aſſembled (all Eyes beginning to poize their own 
{weetneſs) a warlike melody of Drums and. Trum- 
pets reſounded in their Ears, whoſe ſhort noiſe was 
ſeconded: by an harmonious Conſort of ſeveral In- 
ſtruments. 

With a ſwiftneſs like Lightning , they drew the 
finely coloured Curtain, which the Eye could 
{carce follow, A fortunate.cxtaſte then tranſported 
the SpeRtators; for a moving Heaven diſcovering 
it ſelf with pleaſant Draughts. of a Country afar 
off, they ſaw an Air gliſter of the colour of a Sa- 


hire, mingling it ſelf with the fine Purple of a Ja- 
cinth, the pureſt Dyes of the fineſt Blews being 
mixed with them , and they ſaw afar off ſome little 
Brooks bubble , which expreſſed the whiteneſs of 
the broken Foams , the painted Waters deceiving 
the moſt (ubtile. 

With that {low Majeſty which in Heaven the 
Light moves with, accompanying the Sun its fair 
Fountain, they ſaw riſe from the Pavement of rhe 
wonderful Scene (as it were from the natural Hort- 
zon) a regular Volumm of moſt ſhining Beams , 
which encompaſſed a Golden C hair made all of 
fiery Brightneſs. A Youth repreſenting Apollo fate 
in it; having his Head adorned with a Diadem of

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Lights; his right hand held a golden Scepter,and his 
left lean'd ona Cittern ſet with pretious Stones:and 
while the Chair inſeniibly aſcended by an inviſible 
Engine, he ſang the moſt delicate and the ſmootheſt 
Verſes that ever humane Ear was pleaſed with, and 
that great Machines aſcent to the higheit Region 
of the Air, and the ending of the Muſick (the Pro- 
logue to the Fable) were at the ſame time, as it was 
at the very ſame time that they ſaw new wonders 
take place of the former , while the Proſpe& 
changing it {elf into another Proſpect no leſs Beau- 
tiful, they ſaw vaſt Plains ſucceed thoſe Motions 
of the Air , together with huge Woods, which 
being (near at hand) compoſed of growing Leaves, 
repreſented the Rural Delights with ſome Paſtoral 
Habitation , and then it was that ( the faireſt 
Nymph and the gallanteſt Shepherd coming forth 
on the Stage) they ſaw Actcd thoſe fo ſyeet, but 
chaſte Loves.,which made the Woods famous in the - 
rrue golden Age. 

Bur when 1n the Intervals of the Adts (the Pro- 
ſpe&t being wholly metamorphoſed) divers Rocks 
conſumed by time and deſtroyed by the Waves did 
appear, every one belicyed that he was by magick 
Art removed to the ſhore of ſome Sea ; while be- 
hold the Clouds open, and with reverence deno- 
ting their Subjedtion, give way to a Machine,which 
deſcended with ſwift Motion , carrying -a flying 
Childe on a Globe of the ſame, taken from their 
Station. He covered with rich Nakedneſs (having 
his Eyes blinded with a golden Vail) with a Bow 


 Inhis hand , andaQuiver at his fide, boldly threw 


himſclf 
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himſelf from the Prop, and with a Pleaſant and 
imperious Accent Sung thus ; , 
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Ye Clouds which wantonly to bear 

Me here below, were proud, again 

Go to the known Fields of the Air, 

Tis pleaſure to theſe Wings, not pain, 

At once to waft me from one Pole 
Toth'other. Be the Earth and Sky 

So vaſt, as all Bounds to Controul,

When he arrived here, he ſhot as quick as light- 
ning into the Air , and with a wonderful flight ya- 
niſhed out of thefight of the Spectators. 

And behold, the Sky was coloured with a light 
of Fire, and opening, delivered of a Deity , which 
(courted by the moſt radiant Figures in departing 
from the boſom of Soveraign bliſs) made harmo- 
nious Lamentations, while = the Waves light- 
ly moved aroſe a moſt beautiful Nymph, ſwim- 
ming ſoftly, and wantonly advancing among the 
broken 
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| broken Waves. Her laſcivious Motion, and moſt 
lovely fair Countenance,made a Conſort of Beauty 
and Comlineſs ſurpaſſing all Deſcription. She re- 


preſented the dear Daughter of Dorws enamored of 


the Beautiful Acrs, whole Loves, whoſe Death, and 
whoſe Obſequies were ſo Nobly expreſſed in thoſe 
Scenes, by the help of rare Muſicians, and with 
Machines made by Daedalus himſelf, that when 
they had drawn from the rigideſt Eyes abundance 
of Tears, they drew too loud Applauſes from all 
Tongues. RY £., 
That renowned Spectacle being ended, the lit- 
tle remainder df that night was ſpent in fine Balls. 
The ſucceeding day produced a Tilting worthy 
of the Nuptidls of a King. The night was not neg- 
lected, when the hours of the day had been beſtow- 
ed on ſeveral Paſtimes ; the leaſt part was ſpent in 
Sacrifices,the ſubſequent in Feaſting,where Healths 
were ſoundly drunk. One drank to Stratonica's 
happineſs, pouring down Wines to inebrate the ſpi- 
rits, and conveighing looks to the heart ro enchant 
it: Another empried Cups to the Health of the 
Prince, with whom he was otherwiſe ill ſatisfied, 
the trick of malignant Adulation. It was neceſſary 
likewiſe to fer apart ſome time for Repoſez the Head 
was encumbred with the Vapors of Wine , and the 
Body did languiſh under the tyranny of Pleaſures. 
The vain illoftons of the Nuptials (for the Dignity 
of the Kings) unknown to none , provoked all 
erſons to extravagant riotouſneſs. When they 
had ſlept diſorderly , every one roſe weary and diſ- 


compoſed. All corners were full of voluptuous en- 
: s tertain-- 


— 


tertainments, yet they were too to be preſent art 
thoſe ſpeRacles, which had Kings tor their Au- 
thors and Protectors, for even a negligent Con- 
tempt of little things gives offence to a Prince. 

A Theatre very capacious was made choice of, 
and the Bride now and Bridegroom were ſeated to- 
gether with the old Widower. The place was large, 
but could not contain the concourſe of people, 
which was great beyond all belief. 

At what time by the ſound of ſeveral Inſtru- 
ments (beſides the huge number of Trumpets) they 
ſaw come through the Air on a ſhining Chariot 
drawn by two flying Dragons, a Woman of rare 
Beauty, and which, with a full hand ſtrewed Papers 
among the people, all printed with the ſame Cha- 
rater. When they had opened the Paper, they 
read there theſe woxds ;

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yet always ſhe's: fad, Ana ſhe feels more torment 
then pleaſure in the Arms of a Deity, that is nothing 
but Fury and Loathſomneſs. Behold her infipid De- 
lights, ſhe hath been now married many Ages, and 
get (till is barren, 4 beggarly Oneen of hidden 
Treaſures, I hear the wretches groans, which thun- 
der-in the Ear of a Mothers Heart,, Her moans re- 
ſound from the damned Centre , and beſeech me to 
ſuccor her, Thave attempted every thing in vain. 
I have invaded the Oracles , and they give me this 
anſwer, That if a fatal Lance beat not down with 

orce the Gates of Hell ( which otherwiſe are in- 
wvincible ) I ſhall not ſee againmy Prolerpina. 1 
therefore have recourſe to the Elyfian Heroes, now 
that Heaven hath abandoned me , the World deluded 
me, and Hell ibis 7 me, And I invoke you (0 
Heroical Souls) and reſign to your Noble right Hands 
the hich adventure of my Daughter buried alive 
among the damned. 


When thoſe Papers. were read, they ſaw the Ca- 
valiers of the great Habitation, behave themſelves 
with majeſtick anxiety of Minde, going ſeveral 
ways towards the enterprize.

'-* The Spectators were delighted with wonders of 
that'kinde drawh to rhe appearance of the truth, 
while with that celerity that one dream is tranſ- 
formed into another , they ſaw from one head of 
the great Theatre in vaſt ſhews a delicious Sea- 
Coaſt, on the Cliryſtals of whoſe calm Tranqui- 
liry, a Veſſel of rare Form came dancing , as it 
were, whoſe Sails were Cloaths of unknown 
Colours, bur graceful, infomuch that they ren- 
dered contemptible the  fineft Blews , ' and the

All the Fabrick was reſplendent with Gold,finely 
exrendedon the Figures and Pillars which adorned 
it: When it arrived at the ſhore,itreſted ſecurely on

Faſon had no ſooner retreated to the Station, 
whither the order in Tilting invired him , but on the 
other ſide iſſued forth a Cavalier with a ſtately De- 
vice, He came in a great Chariot heſet with Jewels 
and Mandilions of fine Gold under a ſtately Cano- 
py, and ſeveral Pillars with ſeveral Rows ſupported - 
the Majeſtick Archite&ure,diverſe Standards being 
ranged in many places. Spoils gotten from con- 
quered Enemies, and- fyll Trophies of Arms'did 
ſerve for a warlike Embelliſhment.

Theſenus was ſcarce got to the limited place, 
when from a high hanging Hill a Cavalier iffues 


forth, arrayed with the ſplendor of a Saphire , the 


moſt nimble of Body, and of the nobleſt Counte- 
nance that ever any Hero could boaſt of: Ina Ma- 
jeſtick demeanor, yet affable, he came ſtanding on 
a great triumphal Arch like an Imperial Coloſſws. 
He was gently drawn on inviſible Wheels by fix 
African Gyants,and held in his choyce Shield three 
| Rampant Lyons, certain Croſies , and ſome Bars. 
The Palmetrees bowed themſelves as he paſſed 
along, and all the great Heroes of Elyſium di- 
ſtintly did him Homage. In the nature of a vile 
Varlet that fierce Hanibal led his Steed , who when 
he was hardly ten years old , {wore eternal enmity 
with the Romans on the Sacred Fires, He, who de- 
ſtroyed the great City Sagwntms in a ſhort ſpace of 
time z who blocked up the Alps againſt the power 
of the Barbarians, who paſled into 1taly, defeated 
Sempronias: 


with more willingneſs to retread the known Path, to

Sempronius at Trebia, Flaminizs at Thraſymenmus, 
Paulus and Yarro at Canne :, he finally who en- 
camped at Rome, and reduced it to that. exigence, 
that if rhe couragious Scipio ( fo the Cavalier was 
called) had not ſuſtained the fears of the Citizens, 
Latinm would have lamented uts loſt Liberty. 
| Sogreat a Captain, who was very rich in Glo- 
Ties, came no. whit puffed up. Haughtineſs en- 
creaſes not Majeſty, but diminiſhes 1t. He ſeemed 
not to remember , That when he was yong, in the 
firſt Conflit againſt the Carthaginians at. Pavia, 
he had preſerved the life of his Father ; That in the 
mortal Battel at Caxne, he had upheld the Nobili- 
ty, ſo as he left not empty Romes Neſts, who being 
at five Luſtres made Pretor , had won the vaſt 
Spains, had defeated the two famous Aſdrubals, 
_ and ſet his triumphing Foot on the Gullet of A4fr:- 
ca, He ſeemed not to remember the great Sirname 
procured to himſelf for the Third of the conquered 
World, nor the Title of Afatick, acquired by his 
Valor to his Brother; Neither ſeemed he to re- 
member the incomparable enterprize of command- | 
ing himſelf, while he fortified himſelf againſt the ' 
rare Beauties he had gotten in the Wars. S050 
So great a Heroes {from whom was to deſcend 
'one of the worlds greateſt Pedigrees, ro make the 
State of Yenice more and more renowned in the 
Cornelian Progeny) ſeated himſelf with the reſt in 
a convenient place, while with ſundry Devices the 
remainder of the Champions went forwards. One 
ſeemed the pious -T79jane , whoſe ſhoulders ſup- 
ported the Majeſty of the exil'd Houſhold- Gods, 
| and 
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' and the decrepid aze of his impotent Father. An- 
other appeared like Romnlms , who of an humble 
Shepherd became the great Founderof Rome. This 


counterfeited the great Macedonian, that Achilles 


the terror of the Palladinm; and others repreſented 
divers Heroes , every one expreſſing his own mean- 
ing in ſeveral Papers. 

Faſon began with his ſtrong Mace to ſhake the 
Stygian Gates , and they heard rude lamentations 
anſwer the ſtrokes in a melodious maner, as of peo- 
ple affrighted. And they ſaw iflue forth from the 
tops of certain Towers, Globes of thick Smoak and 
horrid Fire. Various Monſters pafled along the 
Walls with terrible Snowts,and Weapons unknown 
to this world. Theſe ſometimes threatning, ſome- 
times flying, repreſented ſeveral Figures in an un- 
uſuall Dance expreſling Fury and Fear. 


At the third Shock of Faſoxs Lance the Gates 


opened 4 little, and great Volumns of fire iſſued 
out at them ; but they quickly cloſed again, ſcarce 
ſuffering the Miſeries of Hell to appear. All the reſt 
made {uc&efhively tryal of their Force, bur rhat 
high adventure was reſerved for the generous Scipzs, 
who at: the firſt ſtroak hit the Stygian Gares: ſo 
powerfully, thar falling with a horrible noyſe on the 
ground with a terrible Earthquake, they difcover- 


ed on the ſudden the unhappinets of rhe Kingdom 


of Sorrow., They ſaw there the Nieces of Belws, 
with eternal torment of fruitleſs labor carry Wa- 
rers perperually running out, and perpetually en- 
crealing. Syſiphwus there likewiſe to row! up and 
down the great Stone with contiaual Viciflitudes of 
aſcending 
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aſcending and deſcending. - Beſides, they ſaw there 
the unfortunate Promethens tyed to a ſtone, and 
feeding a torturing Vultur with the living meat 
of his bowels ſtill reviving. A little way off, the 
orcedy Tantalus, Thirſty, with his lip rouching the 
cool water, and Hungry, with his hand on the bait 
of the Odoriferous and Vermilian Apple. Nei- 
ther wanted there infinite other ſpeQtacles of ſad 
Miſeries. Pluto, overthrown by the Power of a fa- 
tal Vicory, ſurrendered now Proſerpina, who ar laſt 
came running to meet the open arms of Ceres, to. 
kiſs reciprocally one another. She went from a 
Scorched, to a Flouriſhing Ground , from Fires to 
Coolneſs, from Weeping to Joys , in fine, from Hell 
to the Elyſian Fields. They ſaw Joy triumph in 
their ſmiling Brows, and all the Theater ſeemed to 
rcjoyce at the pleaſure which at laſt the glad Cou- 
ple enjoyed. All the inſtruments (which many ages 
paſt had been uſed in Muſick) were here heard to 


fill the Air, while the Stygian Smoaks (not bitumi- 


nous and of brimſtone, bur of Benjamin and Ambre) 
delighted their Noſtrils, 

The Enterprize being ended,and Proſerpina and 
Ceres ſeated in a very fine Chariot with triumphiug 
Scipio, they ſaw Fame deſcend on two great Wings 
with a loud Trumper, who approaching at laſt to 
the SpeCtators, with a few, bur neat and pithy Ver- 
ſes, did ditmiſs the people. 

The Banquet remained,the laſt Prodigy of Roy- + 
al Magnificence, All diligence was uſed to finde 
out $kilful men to pleaſe the Palate. Cooks and 
Sewers were ſent forfrom far. Even thele in their- 


kinde _ 
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kinde boaſted much, and as the emulation was Ig- 
noble;. ſo the ſtrike was Audacious. One would 
have them Banquet atter the maner of the Perſians, 
another as the $yrzans ufe-to do, and this after the 
faſhion of Aſia. They bought up in all Countreys 
all rhe Fleſh, Fiſh and Spices, by meaſure, withour 
meaſure, not forbearing for the price. The Ex- 
chequer can maintain profuſe Expences : The Ships 
(when the Wind was not favorable) made the Seas 
ſubmit ro them by the force of the Oars, and (in 
deſpight of adyerle «£olws ) brought the Alitting 
Pleaſures of a Bit and a Draught. 

For this preparation ( made to the ſhame of a 
Father, of a Wite, of a Son, of a Bride, of a 
Widower, and of a Lover, the Riddle of Sphynx, 
and a Knot to be diſſolved by the Sword) it ſeemed 
they were not ſatisfied with any poſſible Tribute : 
What ſhould have maintained a Court many 
Moneths, they prepared for one day. Ir is not hard 
to perſwade men to excels, 

In the firſt Court he gave order for placing four 
orcat Marble Ciſterns (a coſt rather vicious then 
ſplendid) which for ſome hundred years had ſerved 
for a receptacle of Waters in the Gardens of the 
Kings his Predeceflors, and afligning to every one 
of them as much Wine (of the four beſt ſorts, not 


onely of the growth of the Countrey , but which. 


came from foreign Provinces ) as for the ſpace of 
two days running out iof very large Mouths , with 
free acceſs to thoſe of the Country , and to 
Strangers , might content the moſt inordinate Ap- 
Petite. 

L In 
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In the fecond Court were diſpenced to ſatiety 
(ro innumerable heads of the people) Bread, variety 
of Fleſh, and rare Filth. 

In the third coſtly Tables ſtood provided for 
Three thouſand perſons , which were nobly ſerved, 
where none but the Soldiers had leave to fit down. 
Two hours were allowed to every company of the 
Gueſts, and all the day and all the night were im- 
ployed in that maner; and to every one was given 
at his departure, a Golden Meddal with the 


Pictures of Stratonica and Antiochus. - 


In the laſt Court were aſſembled all the Officers | 
of War , every one of which had preſented him a 
Horſe, and the chiefeſt had likewiſe a Chain, and 
an Ethiopian Page. | 

Neither was the great Hand of Royal Munifi- 
cence leſs open to the Ladies. Jewels of a great 
value, Squires of a rare wit, proud Horſe-litters, 
Cloaths of .Gold ; brave preſents in fine, fit for 
great ones to receive, and for Kings to beſtow. 

Every working hand was imployed inſerting out 
the Banquet , the ſupream Prodigy of Luxury. 
Even the vacant Veſtals ſpent their preciouſeſt time 
in the provocations of Wantonneſs and Gluttony. 

A molt {ſplendent Hall opened in a Quadrangle, 
{upported by twelve rows of Pillars : There the 
Tables were prepared ; one by it ſelf, for Seleucus 
and the new married couple ; one a lntle lower,for 
relve Princeſfes and the like number of Princes, 
placed one againſt the other, Others withour much 
ciftinction, for above Three hundred Knights. The 
beſt Muſicians met there , who finging unchaſte- 
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Songs ( by calling Yenzs to Bacchus) even inthe 
Boſom of the coldeſt decrepid Age, could ſtir up 
wanton Thoughts, 

While they Dine , and that infinite Cups are 
now emptied, with great abuſe always of the Gifts 
of Nature, and the Labors of Art, behold an 
Eagle comes inatthe Window , which ( three or 
four times flying round) deſcends, and with his 
Talons and Beak , ſeizes on the Crown from the 
Head of Sejencxs , nor could the Waiters (though 
they did all they could) forbid his departure toge- 
ther with the prey. He flew where it was impoſſible 
to refinde him. Now this unworthy King deſerved 
not that Heaven ſhould vouchſafe him the Honor 
to preſage his deſtruction by Prodigies; but the 
Character of Kings ( the greateſt thing Heaven 
oives to Mortals) did grant this Mortal priviledge 
to him, | 

The Expedition arrived on the Wings of an 
Eagle, and denoted Celerity in the execution. It 
was not the Screech- Owl of Pallzs, a Warrier, a 
Goddeſs, but at laſt a courteous Virgin : Not the 
Peacock of Fuxo, a Bird very ſtately, and which 
ends her threats, or rather her anger in cryes ; much 
leſs the Pigeon of Yenws, the Meſſenger always of 
Love. Ir was the Provoſt-Marſhal of the Thun- 
derer, who is not ſoon angry, and threatens not 
but to ſtrike. The Gods had determined in a full 
Conſultation , that the Thunder-bolt ſhould not 
fall in vai. 

Many were the Diſcourſes- cor.cerning this mats 
ter. The wiſeſt men grew pale atit, but the im- 
L 2 prudent 
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prudent King (behaving himſelf ridiculouſly) inter- 
preted ſo conſiderable an Accident, as a thing of 
Chance, Iris Fatal in ſuch caſes ( which threaten 
near at hand) when Princes become ſtupid, and 
{ee not themſelves what all men behold. Hiſtories 


_ give Prefidents of it to a number without number. 


Antiochns (more a Stateſ-man then a Son) though 
he outwardly ſcemed aftiited, was inwardly well 
pleaſed ; and ſince he had taken the Wife from his 
Father, he thought to rob him likewiſe of his King- 
dom. The Water having broken down the Banks, 
was not ſatisfied in violently running with part of 
its force, bur will carry with it all its whole power ; 
and though the Corn be ſpoiled in the Field, the 
Vine-roots extirpated,and the Edifices overthrown, 
it cares not for any thing but the Effects of its Vio- 
lence. 

The wanton Stratonica trembled likewiſe, and 
brake (that ſhe might not be obſerved) a Groan, 
which iſſued out of her Breaſt ; but ſhe could not 
{uppreſs a hor file of Sighs, which came from her 
Breaſt: Not for Selevcus, whom ſhe hated at laſt 
as the Author of their common ſhame ; bur be- 
cauſc in the Father the beheld the Son threatned, 
ri in the ruine of Antioch, foreſaw her own 

all. 

Onely the Mother of Cl;menes was exceedingly 
glad of the Prediction : She intervened the joys 
of others, being purſued by her Sorrows. Her 
Body was apparrell'd with gay Cloaths, her Minde 
with mourning. She went muling how to further 
the Diſaſters of that Court towards its utter de- 


ſtruction ; 
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her Will was not wanting. 


Now the Dinner inclined towards an end, and. 


ſeveral Birds let looſe out of 'Cages with Golden 
Bars, made the Hall reſound for joy in a. glad noiſe, 


compelling all to catch them ; for they were nor. 


Birds of that Country,buttaken with Golden Nets 
caſt in remote Mountains, and. in Woods afar off. 
The Ginney-Bird, the Parrot, the Pheaſant, and 
ſeveral leſs Fowl eſteemed for their Beauty or Sing- 
ing. At which time a Herald (cloathed in a Blood- 


colour Suit) enters in the heat of the Revelling, 


with three Arrows in his Hand , and a dead Mans 
Skull in- wrought in his Coat , with artificial Hor- 
ror, and demands Audience. Then:ſhe (who took 
ill the Death of her'Son) cheered up her ſelf, and 
in thoſe deadly Prodigies read her unlucky Joys. A 
horrid Silence accompanied the paces of theun- 
fortunate Meſſenger, from his enterance into the 
Hall, till he came to the Royal Tables. The Soul 
(which participates of Divinity) chiefly preſages 
miſchievous Accidents. They could conceive no- 


thing but Diſaſter. The Herald without bowing 
himſelf art all, or ſhewing any fign of reſpec, in a 


clear ſound,and intelligible to all, ſaid as followeth, 


That there was a Cavalier below. in the Court, 
whom Victory onely, or Death could diſcover ; 
T hat (inflamed with the Deſire of a juſt Revenge) 
he was come to defie Antiochns - body to body, to- 


prove to: him by; Arms, that there lived not an un- 


wotthier Prince then himſelf. .Antiochus (though 


ſurprizcd ina time'-when his Minde was: beſotted 


with 


ſtruction; and though het Deſign hadno effec, yet | 


* 
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with his Loves, and his Body abandoned to his 
Luſts ) yet naturally being turbulent and fiery, 
throwing far from him the Chair in which he re- 
poſed, roſe up, having onely a Sword by his fide, 
but Stratonica negleting the gravity of a Queen, 
and retaining the Fury of a Lover, without having 
regard to the incumbrance of her Royal Robes, 
threw her ſelf from the Throne , and crying our 
like a Mad-woman , and breaking forth into Sobs 
and Groans, clung about his Neck as pale as 
Death, and {wooned indeed , and was dead, by. 
what her Face exprefled. Bur being recovered with- 
Vinegar, and recalled to Life by cool Warters , 
Antiochns beſought her not to forbode him ſo ill, 
and in the mean time he Armed himſelf to fight 
with the unknown Cavalier. He deſcended envi- 
roned with many Princes, whom (entreating) he 
commanded not to ſtir , except it were to convey 
him out of the Field cicher Nead or a Conqueror. 
His panting Heart did haſten half as faſt again the 
courſe of his life, now art laſt very flitting, and ſang 
to it {elf in Deaths tone, the now unappealable dil- 
aſtrous Divinations, Bur the vain Prince ſeemed 
unconcerned and undaunted , though poſleſſed 
with fear. Mars (it 1s true) is the Lover of Yenms, 
bur he lets himſelf be'caughr in the Net of a Smith, 
Seldom a curled Hair., and a Countenance per- 
fumed with Sivet and Ambre, is the dwelling of a 
couragious Soul. 
The Court being gone with mure Fury from the 
(Combarants, Antiochus coped with his unknown 


enemy, - He $kilfully fencing did put by his thruſts, 
_ covering 
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| covering his flank with his Sword , which had not 


any-other' defence. . Antioch offending him like- 


wiſe-defended himſelf , endeayoring to.maſter Art 
by Art. Sometimes he contracted his ſtride, ſome- 
times clonged it; direfting one: white the:mortal 
Point to the Eyes, and one while to the Breaſt of 
his Adverſary« ; The other as cunning as heand as 
ſtrong , did affright him with ſudden Paſſado's, 
and the male of his Corſler being broken in the end, 
the Prince ſaw himſelf wounded in the Thigh: The 
blood began.to-{pin ont; of it, infomuch rhar as a 
Bull becomes fell, when he ſees himſelf bleed, he 


raging fell on him, and wounding him deeply in 


the Arm, was revenged of his Adverſary. But An- 
tiochus now hurt in many parts,loſt blood infeveral 
places, and his life fought an exzt at many holes, 
while nor- reſolving where , the concealed Cham- 
pion with the fatal Point,thruſt it our, diſplaying 
him ſooner dead them in an agony. 

When Seleucus beheld.his Son fall, inwhom 
he ſuppoſed to live aftet death, and for whoſe ſake 
he had parted with his Honor, -he was ſo tranſ- 
formed through vexation mixt with anger, that he 
ſeemed to lodge all Hell in his Countenance.. He 
blaſpheming demanded his: Arms | ſocas:: (being 
maſtered by Fury) he was hardly-underitood. He 
precipitouſly armed himſelf; for the Stars oppo- 
{ing hinv with violence , ſeek the way. to theit Ef- 
fects. In the. mean time the unknown- Cavalier 
walked warily, bur. proudly inthe fieldiof his Vide- 
ry, and beheld his Laurels watered:abundantly with 
the blood of dead Antzochney... 1 7 


Who- 
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\Whoſoever hath beheld the Maiftiff=dog,” who 
(having his neck armed with ſharpirons) withhis 
foaming (Chops, and enflamed.:Eyes falls: on- the 
Bull,  who'Comes bellowing and carrying his Horns 
low, and bravely ſeizes on his Ear, beholds Selews 
cs, who abandoning himſelf ,went-towards his 
Sons.murtherer, who receiving him like one that is 
willing to preſerve himſelf and ſupprefs his adver- 
ſary, ſtroak at him imperuonſly ; bur the mortal 
edge glanced aſide moſt opporrunely, and cauſed 
the blo to fall to the ground ; byreaſon of which 
" Selencrs felt great pain in his arm, Io as very hardly 

he was afterwards able to uſe it. The other retutn- 
ed the ſtroak' with more cunning!, and began*tq 
claſp Selencxs in that maner,, that at laſt he ſhewed 
fear-in all he. did, :-He conld not-ſtir, but he trod in 
the-blood of his dear Son, and ſtumbled ar the 
bloody corps, . in whoſe wounds for his ſake he ſaw 
the Kingdom loſt, and the World dead to him. 
The unfortunate King;\bewailed himſelf. extinct by 
his onely Sans death, and lamented the Royal Po- 
ſterity decayed in that 'onely ſprowt., whereupon 


redoubling his weak force , and provoking to more 


fierceneſs his adverſary, he flewon him (throwing 
away hisfivord) with-his unarmed arm,and claſping 
him about the hips, with a ſharp Hanger which he 
 drewfrom his fide, he wounded him often berween 
the joynts of his Breſt-plate ; but ſo to overcome 
him;:-wasthe way to kill himſelf ; for the unknown 
Cavalier. when he felt himſelf thruſt through the 
Reins) drew out a ſhort. Dagger, and hid it beneath 
in the belly of Selenczs:Whereupon a 
ONT.

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pired at the ſame time. While the people ſary 
Death (armed with other Weapons then his ordi- 
nary Sithe) mow down the Kings, they felt a dead- 
ly chilneſs run up and down 1n their Bones. 

Then the Helmet was pulled off from the con+ 
cealed ſtrangers head, and preſently he was known 
© by Stratonica for Demetrius her Father. Amaze- 


ment and ſorrow poſſeſſed then all the corners of 


her Soul. She ſaw the Concluſion, but underſtood 


- notthe Myſtery. Whereupon ſhe ſeemed a Nzobe, 


Thar in her Lover and her Father had loſt fourteen 
_ Children at once. Her Cheeks loſt their red , and 
reſigned up their whiteneſs, a ſad Lead-colour ſuc- 
ceeding their Beauty;and where her Affliction could 
not repreſent her rather. dead then tormented, her 
Hand ſupplied with blows that defeat, fo (ki'led 


many ways) ſhe threw herſelf on the Corps, ſome- 


times of her Father, and ſometimes of Antiochns 
(being all bloody and weeping) giving them kiſſes 
mixt with Love and with Pity , and howling (like 


a woman tranſported in the ſervice of Bacchus) till 


laying her hand by chance on the bloody Dagger 
which wounded her Father ( ere her Governeſs 
could hinder her) ſhe thruſt it into her Boſom, but
